BLOODY DOINGS IN VENEZUELA. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CARACAS, Dec. 31.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) President Castro, who has been 
putting off his return to the capital on 
one pretext or another, arrived here 
yesterday to confer with Bowen, the 
United States minister. The people, 
with whom he is exceedingly unpopular, 
on account of his merciless rule, re- 
ceived him with scant demonstrations. 
On the other hand, the soldiers gave 


him an enthusiastic welcome. 
Throughout Venezuela, the tions 
are lamentable. Castro's ma te is 


the only law; and he shows scant 
mercy. He has filled the jails with his 
political opponents. Executions take 
place everywhere. The soldiery is able 
in this way to gratify personal spite 
or disappointment. Within sixteen 
miles of the road, close to the capital, 
eighty-five corpses can be counted to- 
day. These unfortunate persons have 
been either hanged or shot. The coun- 
try elsewhere reeks with dead. 

Castro seems entirely irresponsible, 
and is likely to yield to any mad im- 
pulse. Bowen, who has been handling 
this delicate international difficulty 
with consummate skill, dreads what 
may happen in Castro's present frame 
of mind.

EW YORK, Dec. 31.— Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The closing year was 
one of unexampled activity in 
American industria] and commercia! 
affairs. Signs of a t in the “boom” 
which began with he sound-money 
victory of 1896, made their first ap- 
pearance in Wall Street during the 
last quarter of the year, the result of 
strictly financial excesses. General 
trade was comparatively undisturbed 
by financial derangements and mone- 
tary stringency. 

The agricultural interests enjoyed 
continued prosperity, due to another 
year of good crops and good prices. The 
jron trade was larger in volume and 
more table than in the year preced- 
ing, — being for still another 
good year. Ratlroad earnings showed 
large gains in gross returns, but unsat- 
isfactory net results, owing to the in- 
creased cost of wages and materials.

, PAPER RAILROADS. 


MANY ARIZONA PROJECTS. 

TUCBON (Ariz.) Dec. . is be- 
Ueved that more rallroade hae been 
projected on paper for the southern 
part of Arizona than for any other 
part of the Unfteld States. The latest 
report is that the El Paso and South- 
western is reaching westward for a 
coast connection. A party of the road's 
engineering corps is said to have sur- 
veyed a line through a pass of the 
Santa Rita Mountains through to the 
Santa Cruz Valley, about twenty-five 
miles south of Tucson, and to be prese- 
ing acrogs the plain in the direction of 
Yuma. The t seen of the engineers 
they had reached the vicinity of Qui- 
jotoa, ninety miles southwest of this 
city. This route would cut out Tuc 
son, but would save something Uke 
sixty miles of travel between Yuma 
and El Paso, as compared with the 
Southern Pacific. The country pene- 
trated is barren west of the Santa 
Cruz, though the desert mountains are 
full of rich mines. Men well posted in 
the region believe that the Santa Rita 
Pass is far too steep to successfully 
climb by rail. This new route seems 
to be the last fixed upon by the “San 
Diego-Eastern” Railway, whereof 
George W. Marston of San Diego is the 
main moving spirit. Till lately the San 
Diego enterprise has always aimed at 
a line to Phoenix. 

The Rock Island is te make its 
through western connection through 
Deming, instead of El Paso, as soon 
as a cross-cut line can be built from a 
point near Alamogordo, on the main 
line, to Deming. This will give the 
Rock Island still another gain of sev- 
eral hours, and will retain for it even 
better connections with the El Paso 
and Southwestern, at Deming. 

There appears a chance as well of 
Santa Fé work westward, to a connéc- 
tion with the new Phoenix and East- 
ern, somewhere about Mammoth, north 
of Tucson. This extension will prob- 
ably be made from Roswell, N. M.. 
from which point a Une is to be run 
also to a connection with the Santa Fé 
Pacific, near Albuquerque. The route 
farther south would have much lower 
gradients than the present line, would 
be little. if any. longer, and would be 
especially valuable for freight traffic. 

The grading contract for the Cana- 
nea, Yaqui River and Pacific Railroad 
has been given to R. R. Coleman, su- 
perintendent of the Santa Fé, Prescott 
and Phoenix Rallway during the time 
of that road’s construction. The con- 
tract was given at Phoenix during a 
late visit to that city of Epes Ran- 
dolph, geheral manager of the new 
enterprise. This line is not only to tap 
Northern Mexico, but fs to have an in- 
dependent outlet to the northeast, that 
is ‘believed to be in combination with 
Santa Fé interests.

That wealth does not always, entail 
this advantage is proved by a lite 
acquainance with the women who are 
well off in this world's currency. They 
have as many trials and tribulations 
with their hich-priced modistes as do 
the women who must have their clothes 
made at home or take them to an un- 
fashionable dress:maker on a sidé street, 
The idea that the dressmaker of sky- 
scraper prices is always impeccable is 
u great mistake, Her customers, too, 
must take back their costly skirts and 
Walsts to be altered and rehung, and, 
although madam may be apologetic 
and the refitting may be presided over 
in a room as finely furnished as any in 
the home of the woman who is being 
served, the annoyance and delay are 
no @asier to bear. 

So there is no monopoly of tribula- 
tions in this line held * the porr 
woman. n it comes to the ability’ 
to purchase expensive materials she is, 
of course, at more of a disadvantage. 
In the first place, she cannot always 
find what she wants in low-priced 
goods, and in the second place she 
cannot permit herself any recklessness 
of choice. It-is not only an incon- 
venience to her if the stuff she has 
bought does not turn out to be what 
she had h in appearance or in 
wearing quality. Her mistake in judg- 
ment rises to the dignity of a calamity 
when she sees herself compelled to wear 
for a season a garment which falls far 
below what her fancy had painted it. 

ALTRUISM IN DRESS. 

Every weman should, as a matter of 
common sense, of self-respect, of al- 
truism, choose clothing which will not 
only be pleasing to herself, but so far 


woman this choice is the more neves- 
sary since she has not the power to 
discard that which is unattractive. 

Nearly every woman is sure she is 
the best judge of what suits her style. 
Nearly every other woman is convinced 
that if she had had the choice of 
clothes for woman No. 1, she would 
have selected something very different, 
Bearing this in mind, a woman should 
choose her clothing for something 
more than a mere caprice in color or 
form and try to study what it is in 
which she really looks best.

NV CHARITY WORKER. . 
Miss Clara Carver Succeeds Mrs. H. G. 
Bath as Assistant Manager of the 


Associated Charities. 
With the opening of the new year, 


as assistant manager of the Associated 
Charities of Los Angeles county and 
is succeeded by Miss Clara Carver, who 
has had many years experience in prac- 
tical charity work. 

Los 


Angeles Mrs. Bath has been active in 
extending aid to the poor and for the 
past nine years she has held the posi- 
tion which she relinquished yesterday. 
Her services were entirely gratuitous 
up to a short time ago, when the Board 
of Supervisors authorised the payment 
of a small salary by the county, the 
work being conducted In common by 
the county and the charity organiza- 


tien. 
Mre. Bath wat the first president of 


the earliest charity organization formed 
in Los Angeles county, the Ladies 
Benevolent Society, which still exists 
and which owes its inception to the 
efforts of Mrs. Bath, Mrs. D. G. Steph- 
ens and others. The society was 
formed in 1876 and was the central or- 
ganization of ite kind until 1693, when 
it was found that the demands had 
outgrown the methods in vogue, and 
steps were taken for the formation of 
the Associated Charities. . 

Mrs. Bath retains the position of vice- 
president of the Ladies Benevolent 
Society and is third vice-president ot 
the Associated Charities. It is only be- 
cause her health will no longer permit 
her to carry on the active duties of 
the position of assistant manager that 
she gives up the office, but she by no 
means expects to cease her activity in 
charitable affairs. An object that she 
now has tn view is to Induce the city to 
cobperate in extending aid to the poor. 
As it is at present, the burden rests 
solely on the county and the ei- 
ated Charities, the latter organization 
performing most of the work. 

While the city pays certain amounts 
monthly to various charitable Institu- 
tions in the city, the county and char- 
ity organization care for all poor fami- 
lies. of which there are 250 in the 
tmits of Los Angeles drawing monthly 
aid. In the country portions of the 
county there are 200 additional fami- 
lies. It is pointed out that other cities 
pay part of the expenses incurred by 
tne Acsociated Charities in the care 
of the eity poor.

It is indeed unnecessary for a writer to deal 
in exaggeration when he treats of a section like 
Southern California, whose principal city has 
grown in twenty years from a population of 12,- 

dd ie one of 125,009. The story of Southern 
California, as shown in the following pages, is 
one of continuous and rapid growth, all along the 
line. The city of Los Angeles, especially, has been 
advancing with leaps and bounds. Strangers are 
continually pouring in by the trainload. The value 
of buildings erected in the city during the past year 
was about $9,000,000. Aided by cheap fuel, Los 
Angeles is rapidly becoming an important manu- 
facturing city, and is already a center of supply 
for the great southwestern section, extending from 
New Mexico to Central California. The petro- 
leum industry of Southern California last year 
represented a value of $6,000,000, and it is yet in 

its infancy.

Here is a little pointer 
in this direction: The amount of money disbursed 
by the various railroad companies, in and around 
Los Angeles, during the past year, is estimated 
at $500,000 a month. Again, the value of the 
principal products of the seven southernmost 
counties for 1902, as estimated by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, is about $82,000,000. 
Estimating the population of these seven counties 
at 350,000, this would represent $235 a year for 
cach man, woman and child, or say $1175 per 
family per annum. Not such a bad income this, 
and it does not include the amounts expended by 
the railroads above referred to, nor the large sums 
of money disbursed here every year by visitors. 

After several unusually dry seasons, the copious 
early rains that have fallen during the past few 
weeks promise a prosperons season for horticulture, 
upon which industry this section largely depends. 
Unless something unforseen should happen, there 
every probability that 1903 will prove the ban- 
ner year, so far, for Southern California. With 
the opening of a fourth and shorter transcontinen- 
tal line, and the early completion of the fine harbor 
of San Pedro, Los Angeles will be well in line 
for promotion to a position as one of the great 
cities of the United States, extending from the 
Sierra to the sea, with electric railroads tapping 
every place of importance in the near-by tributary 
country, between San Diego and Santa Barbara, 
and mammoth steamships carrying our surplus 
products to the Orient.

Some is cut away in gullies and ravines, but 
99 per cent. of it remains in place, and forms the face 
of the prairie, or the slope of the mountain, or of the 
valley outside of the river bottom. 
is that when you go through this you reach the materia] 
from which it was formed—rock, gravel or sand, with a

there is, and drifts out at the foot of the mountain in 
long, broad sheets. In the same way these are carried 


farther out, eo as to form vast plains, where once there 
were great chasms, between great mountains. Hence 


the greater part of the soil is a drifted soil, drifted in 
mall, thin sheets through long ages. 
from the place where it is first decomposed from its 


parent rock, much faster than on the side of the moun- 
tain range, where there is rain enough to make abundant 


vegetation to bind the soil, making the plains and slopes 
on the desert aide often much greater in extent than on 


the rainy side, with the mountain slope much steeper 


and rougher. 
The consequence is that the soiP of the desert is the 


game for many fect, and often for many hundreds of 


feet. Plants thus get a far greater range for their roots, 
especially as most of these soils, not being deposited 
from standing water, have little or no hardpan to stop 
roots. There is practically no difference between top soil 


It wears away 


bear almost nothing that will pay, until the top soll 
has been turned up o the sun for a season or two, and 
often not then, without fertilization. 

This fertile subsoll becomes of enormous importance 
for such deep-rooted, persiatent 
and many othcr things, while even for shallow-rooted, 
transient stuff. the ability to turn up new soil with the 
plow, when the old top weakens, is of great value. Add 
to this the convenience of a soll where you have water 
and sunshine practically on tap, and you will readily un- 
derstand why one who has once owned an irrigable piece 
of land on the desert will tell you he would rather see 
no rain at all, except on the mountains from which the 
water comes. And this was the way agriculture was 
first carried on. The cradle of civilization, art and 
philosopy was the land that lay all ready for the plow. 
with lttle or no rainfall to leach out its plant food, 
encumber it with weeds, drown out crops with excess 
of water, or blight them with too much cloudy weather.

the East to California. As soon as the great tide of 
immigration commences to roll into the State, lands will 
be increased in valve, and all the choice locations 
will be taken up. Already there is a tendency to ad- 
vance the prices of lands. In the settlements lands 
have advanced during the last year at least 25 per 
cent. We advise those who are intending to make 
Southern California their home to do 80 as soon as 
possible.” 

Those who took the late Gov. Downey's advice ha 
certainly had no cause to regret it. 

The London Epectator is quoted as saying, editort- 
ally, that the climate of Southern California is like 
that of Greece cooled, and the climate of Tasmania ‘s 
that of England ctherealized, and that the two are the 
nearest to perfection in the world. 

The rainfall in good years is said to be “about 61 
inches. This is evidently a typographical error for 10 
iuehes, the average rainfall for the past twenty years. 
It is stated that since the country has been cultivated 
the rainfall had perceptibly increased, “and there is a 
fair prospect that the dry years will almost entirely 
dizeppear.” This prediction has not, so far, come true. 

There were at that time in the city of Los Angeles 
three street railroads in operation, aggregating about 
eight miles in length.

But, viewed from the standpoint of today, as a rccrea- 
tion for overworked humanity, the best of all relief 
from mental tension, enjoyed in a way that is rational 
and decent, the field sports of Southern California are 
among its leading attractions for that class who know 
how to enjoy tho field. Under lawa strictly enforced 
the valley qual. one of the brightert of the game 
birds of the world, is holding his own against all im- 
proved guns and ammunition. The law allows one to 
shoot twenty-five a day during almost the whole of the 
winter season, and there are hundreds of places where 
this may still be done by a very ordinary shot; al- 
though there are hundreds more where it can be done 
only by an expert in the best of condition, though birds 
may be even more plentiful than in the other cases.

Too often, in the East. duck 
shooting means about the sum of all climatic discom- 
fort, while here it generally means just the reverse. The 
bottoms of all ponds are generally much harder than on 
most of the duck grounds of the East, so thet wading 
In most places there is good 
enough shooting by daylight to sati ify any but the 
market shooter, co that rising at 3 in the morning, 
and getting on the ground to shiver an hour bcfore 
daylight, is not so necessary as in some other States. 
The chances are always in favor of a day that wilil 
in itself be a pleasure, when you can gaze on gran 
mountains lying in dreamy sunshine, while the winds 
are laid to rest. All the leading ducks are here: the

In the bay of San Diego and False Bay, near it, as 
well as in some of the salt waters of Lower California 
like San Quintin, the most gamy of all the water fow! 
of America, the black brant, is still found, + though 
in limited numbers, and very wary. This is not the 
black brant of the Atlantic Coast, nor the white-fronuted 
goose—called black or gray brant, to distinguish him 
from the snow goose—but a variety pecullar to this 
Coast, and game in every twist and turn from daylight 
tin dark. This bright little goose does not go inland 
like the others, but is a child of the scashore, declining 
even to fly over a strip of land, if of any extent, going 
miles around to avoid a few hundred yards, and ignor- 
ing ‘entirely many fine Inlets and bays of salt water 
that You would think exactly what he wanted. But 
on the uplands there are geece of four kinds, that used 
to be in great abundance, and still are found in places, 
like Santa Margarita Rancho and the San Joaquin 
Rancho, in Orange county, in quantities that will afford 
great sport for those who understand them. 0 

First among these is the Canada goose, or large gray

low honk still falls from our sunny skies, and he still 
waddles over the green that under the winter rains 
is undulating over hill and dale.

Along with these is the white-fronted goose, commonly 
called “gray brant,’ whose far-sounding cackle rings 
welcome to the heart of every one who knows him well. 
For, in spite of the common notion that the goose is a 
big clumsy idiot, he is among the best of our game birds, 
when you once know how to hunt him. Dur you must 
know your bird, and the ground as well, for next to the 
sandhill crane, and the black brant, there is no bird 
that knows eo well how to sheer off just out of reach 
of your best gun about the precise time you are sure 
you will get him.

Yet 
there are many pleces of wet ground where a fair bag 
can be made during the greater part of winter, though 
the shooting is much more certain toward spring. The 
only way is the same as elsewhere, to have abundant 
patience and keep after the little rover until you And 
the bit of ground he happens to have chosen for that 
day. You will then find the shooting here as far en 
perior in cémfort to that of any part of the East as 
the shooting of quail is. 
grounds here is so much harder that it is easy to 
drive over much of the ground in a wagon, or cven 
ride in the saddle, while the same bright weather at- 
tends you, and the winds that yearn for your marrow 
are howling beyond our mountains. . 

Back East the shore birds are much sought by many. 
and the curlew, willet, phalarope, dowitcher and tattler 
are despised by none. Neither is the bright avocet, that 
trots along the muddy shore, nor the gay turnstone or 
oyster catcher, that shines afar over the glistening mud. 
Lut on this Coast quail, ducks and geese bave been 0 
plentiful and the jacksnipe so ready to enliven existence 
for those who wanted something wet to travel on, that 
the great host of waders has been quite ignored. It 
you want good shooting, however, without too much 
work, you can do little better than seek one of the 
many inlets where these birds still haunt the slimy 
shores. They once dotted almost every square yard 
at low tide, and in many places are still very plentiful. 
Mingled with them are many sand snipe and little 
plover, that will keep you busy while waiting for larger 
birds, and often the plover go inland and trot about 
over the springing grass. All these make fine shooting 
for those who have not yet mastered the art

The larger one is now so wild 
that only the best gun well held can be relied on to 
bring him. But be makes for the riffle the finest ofall 
targets, when running. and there is no branch of shoot- 
ing much more entertaining. 

The dove often lingers late «nough in the winter to 
afford considerable shocting in a few places, and 
whenever there is much snow on the high mountains 
bands of pigeons come down to many of the groves 
of live cak. These are the bandtail pigeon, built like 
the house pigeon, and of the same size, but swifter 
of wing, and with twist enough to make it lively work 
as they come in for overheau shots, or wheel away 
on the side. 

There is some fishing all winter in the surf, ani before 
the winter is over, the barracuda and Spanish mackerel 
are running again, but the best is In summer, when 
the yellowtail and the tuna are eager for a dach at 
your hook. The best trout fishing, however, is when 
the season first opens in early spring. Low water in 
the last few years has reduced the numbers of the 
fish in most of the streams, and made it more easy 
to catch the big ones, so that the fishing is not what 
it was.

WHERE YACHTING IS EASY. 

. ACHTING in Southern Call- 
fornia waters is coming to 
the front. Never before has 
interest in yachting been so 
manifest as it is at the pres- 
ent time. The many advan- 
tages offered for cruising, 
coupled with land-locked 
waters and ideal weather 
conditiqns, have been seized 
upon by lovers of the sport. 
Several clubs have been or- 
ganized, principal among 
which is the South Coast 
Yacht Club, with headquar- 
ters at Terminal Island. At 
San Diego and Avalon, Santa 
Catalina Island, there are 
Inke organizations, and it is 
wee probable that another year 
a Will add Santa Barbara and 
me Redondo to the list. That 

the future pronfises much 
for the sport is assured. 

It has been said that no- 
=] where in the world is there 
to be found such pleasing op- 
portunities for the develop- 


ment of yachting as in Southern California, inasmuch as 


the waters of the Pacific and the adjoining facilities here 
are all that could be desired. A glance into the country's 
formation, its natural protection from heavy storms and 
the many places of interest that may safely be reached 
by small craft at any time during the year, bear out the 
truthfulness of the assertion. San Pedro, Terminal 181 
and and Brighton Beach are commonly known as the 
vachtsmen's ideal.“ because of the smoothness of the 
water. Many boats are found at Long Beach both winter 
and summer, but the piace is a lee Shore, with heavy 
surf on a sand beach, thereby rendering it difficult for 
the smaller craft to anchor. Redondo is an excellent 
place for yachting in summer, but the weather often as- 
sumes a disagreeable attitude in winter. Santa Barbara 
is not as desirable in winter as San Pedro, Terminal. 
Brighton Beach or San Diego. Both Avalon and San 
Diego are protected from heavy seas, and are considered 
good for sailing. 

Unilke the days of old, when several yacht owners 
would agree upon some certain distance and race their 
craft regardless of fixed rules, the regattas of today are 
regulated according to the sizes of the boats partici- 
pating and the results announced after the judges are 
satisfied that the racing rules, as prepared by the club, 
have been abided by. In short, yachting in Southern 
California has attained the same rating as it has in the 
East. It is said by many that the races conducted under 
the auspices of the South Coast Club during the past 


season were as well arranged and carried out as any on 


the Atlantic Coast. 


RACING BOATS. 

While the yachts here are small, as à rule, there are 
quite a number of them built for out-and-out racing 
purposes. Out of the twenty-seven boats gerving in the 
South Coast Club, there are probably twelve racers. Of 
these the little maiden Venus, designed and bullt by 
Joe Fellows, is champion. ‘This craft has clearly demon- 

ted her superiority to any other yacht of the south 
t. and if given a test she would doubtless make a 
rry race with the larger craft in San Francisco and 
ttle. Venus would run well with many of the eastern 
bts of her size. 

Although little has been known recently as to the 

emente in yachting, there has been considerable 


— 


work going on among members of the South Coast Club 
and the Corinthian Club of San Diego. Both organiza- 
tions are considering the advisability of building hand- 
tome clubhouses, and otherwise improving for the cou- 
venience of members. Plans were recently submitted 
t» the directors of the South Coast Club for the erection 
of a clubhouse to cost $4000, to be built on a pontoon, 
suitable for either the inner or outer harbors at San 
Pedro, and sufficiently seaworthy to stand a trip to Cat- 
alma Island. The members of the clubs have not lost 
sight of the next racing season, and several handsome 
craft are in course of construction. Models and desigas 
are being prepared for other yachts to be built during 
the winter, It has been suggested that the San Diego 
and Terminal clubs combine and forward a challenge to 
the San Francisco organizaticns, which would lend re- 
newed interest to the sport. 

The progress attained ‘n yachting circles during the 
past few years fs noteworthy. In early days there were 
several efforts made to perfect permanent organizations 
among yacht owners at Terminal, Catalina and San 


— — 


Diego. These lasted for a while, succumbing finally to 
the dictates of fate. The Catalina Yacht Club was among 
the first to organize. A _ half-dezen yacht own- 
ers contributed small sums of money to the club. and 
entered their craft, consisting of Agzie, Nellie. La 
Paloma, Rambler. Penelope and several others. A series 
of regattas was held, after which the members of the 
club tired of the sport and the club split up. Time has 
parted these boats. They have scattered along the cos 
from Seattle to San Francisco, and from there to 88 
Diego and Catalina.

in a corroborative sense. There is an annual trot- 
| ting race at the State Fair, known as the “Occident 

Stake.” founded over twenty years ago by the late Le- 
land Stanford. It is trotted at mile beats. and cpen 
to three-year-olds only. This face has been won six 
times by Walter 8. Maben, a professional trainer of this 
city; and five times out of six he has won it with an 
animal bred south of the Tehachcpi range. When you 
stop to consider that the Palo Alto farm turns out about 
two bundred and forty foals annually, bred from the 
best mares and stalllons that money could buy, and 
that the several farms of J. B. Haggin turn out an an- 
nual average of 185, also, the fact of this young train. 
er's suecess rpcaks volumes for fornia as 
a horse-producing region. 

There are as many ideas about horse breeding as 
there are various patents on cewing machines or any 
other article of invention. Some men take to the hich- 
mettied thoroughred, others to the sturdy trotter. 
Some fancy the English hackney for coaching purposes, 
while others lean toward the production of Clyde 
and “shire horace,” suitable for hauling heavy loads 
of merchandise in our larger cities. In my belief the 
breeder has co much done in advance for him by na- 
ture, in this beautiful region, that any man of ord ’nary 
sagacity and thorough diligence can reasonably hope for 
success. No lazy man need attempt it, for it is a busi- 
ness which demands early rising and minute attention. 
The horse is a constant care, from the day he is foaled 
till he goes into the sale ring. It is said the automobile 
will displace the horse altogether, in the near future, 
but I saw nothing to indicate it in Eurcpe, last year; 
nor in my own country since my return from tne land 
of Jonbool. I don't believe any intelligent man can like 
an automobile as well as he does a horse. 

My advice to any man who wants to go into the horse- 
breeding business and has the patience to hook on 
and stay with it, would be for him to go into an unopened 
avenue and breed for the coach. We have no end of good 
roadsters here—the matinées of our local driving clubs 


horses will compare favorably with those of any eastern 
city, if we except Louisville, Lexington, Nashville and 
Memphis. But the type of horses in which we are lam- 
entably deficient is the big, yet active, horse for the 
family carriage.

HOW TO BREED. 

How will you keep up thic business, you ask? Sim- 
ply by breeding the produce of your thoroughbred mare 
and hackney sire to another thoroughbred stallion, and 
the mares of that produce to another hackney sire. After 
the second cross of each, try the mares to a large and 
powcrfully-made trotting cire, paying no attention to a 
low record and carefully avoiding any blood that has 
produced a number of fast pacers. The great Eléc- 
tioncer, who got over 160 performers in the 2:30 list, 
never got but one paccr. After one cross of trotting 
blood, go back to some big and powerfully-made thor- 
oughbred and after him more of the blood of the hack- 
ney, taking in one cross of valuable trotting blood in 
every third gencration. I beNeve there is more money in 
this, in the long run, than in breeding either gallopers 
or harness horses for the race track. 

Every day brings new faces upon our streets. and 
while they are not all people of wealth or good taste, 
there are more wealthy ones among them than you 
would at first imagine. It is quite plain to mo that there 
will always be a good home market here for high-class 
carriage teams, even if automobiles should depreciate 
40 per cent, in price. If the writer were twenty years 
younger, or even fifteen, it would be the very businces 
in which be should prefer to engage, on a small scale.

N TREATING of the wealth of soil and of the 

products of Southern California with somewhat move 

of detall and local pride, the space at hand will not 
permit a full.review of the advantages that nature has 
lavished upon this unique section of the country, nor of 
the progress made by those who have availed themselves 
cf these advantages and built up a new agricultural 
world under the balmy skies of this portion of the ex- 
treme South west. No country i the world has so great 
a Giversity of soil as Southern California. When the 
mountains were upheaved and the beds of the Pacific 
assumed their present formation, the land afterward 
named California was left with the steepest declivities 
o& the continent. John Muir says that the range of the 


fair idea of the extent of the 


crops; if he wishes to enlarge his field with orange 
and alfalfa he must provide irrigation. But in the full 
f-uition of all the advantages Le has before him, the 
farmer finds irrigation of value everywhere. Wiln the 
magic touch of the living stream midsummer is as pleas- 
ant as May, and the discomforts of the rainless season are 
lessened to the minimum. From the fountains of perpet- 
yal snow and the springs of natural reservoirs the rural 
home is made the habitat of joy continua! and the 
acme of human comfort and ideal beauty. Through 
this marvelous combination of soi] and water the tongs 
of seed time and harvest are blended in the enfoyment 
of almost every tropical fruit and every product of the 
temperate zone. In the achievement of it all nat: 
withholds her destructive elements, while the cereal har- 
yest days are on and the art of the husbandman has sup- 
plied the products that may be harvested in sunshine 
or in rain. 

Irrigatlon is the servant of the farmer. In no other 
State does the paddle of the steamboat lash the waters 
of the field: no other soils with capillaries moistened 
from clouds and canals from above and underflow from 
below. In no other State do the méuntain streams ro 
extensively separate the fine metals, give power to 
transportation or manufacturing, and vivify the semi- 
arid land. In no other State ts the power of water of 
such overshadowing importance in the building up of 
a new industrial civilization: nor have the land and the 
water been united, with such boundless success as that 
achieved through the codperative efforts of the men of 
this section, who have pioneered enterprises, established 


cultural problems generally, to the upbuilding of a great 


California. from the establishment of the Franciscan 
missions to the present time, is the history of the indus- 
tris! progress of the south.

EXTENSION OF IRRIGATION. 


The Times has from year to year given much in detail! 
concerning the history of irrigation since it became a 
potent factor in the progress of this portion cf the State. 
During the past two years the water supplies of South- 
ern California have been more than doubled. Not in 
the older districts has this increase been so marke l, 
Unt the reclamation of new districts adds to the pros- 
perity of the whole section, especially where it makes 
possible the production of new agricultural commod!- 
ties, such as the opening of the Imperia! lends and the 
Indio country—the former bidding fair to rupply the 
deticiencics in forage crop and the latter in winter vege. 
tables, melons and cantaloupes. It is in these and s!im!- 
lar sections that experimental agriculture will be con- 
fined during the next few years, as the older irrigated 
localities have long since demonstrated the characi« 
of crops that succeed best under local environment. 
While no great irrigation enterprises have been consum- 
mated since the records for the last annual Were closed, 
there has been the usual degree of improvements estab- 
lished in the appliances for water distribution and muc: 
progress in irrigating economics thereby secured. A 
majority of the uses of water through irrigation have 
improved their farm system of distribution. Mud 
ditches. those great dissipators of water supplies, have 
disappeared largely and new lines of pipes, mains and 
canals have taken their place. A general view of the 
field chows that a majority of the irrigated sections ha 
their distributive systems fully established and that fu- 
ture improvements must lie in the superior use of the 
water now applied through the most adequate systems 
that scientifie engineering and money can command. 
The progress of irrigation in the seven southern coun- 
tles of Southern California presents as great a diversity 
as is found in all other lines. Santa Barbara presents the

ery: Venture county has the greatest body of semi-molst 
land with necesearily ‘fewer great irrigating systems: 
Los Angeles county the largest area of irrigated land 
and the most constant flowing cienegas; Orange county 
the most extensive artesian belt iverside the most 
comprehensive and costly single system of watering 
the lend and the heaviest supplies: San Bernardino the 
finest example of combined natura! and artificial scenery, 
made possible by the abundant use of water, and San 
Diego the longest canals. supplying the most abundant 
volume of water. To the northward Kern county has 
immense bodies of irrigated farm lands, Fresno, Tulare 
and Kings counties mammoth irrigating systems and ex-

With euch conditions of soll and climate California 
stands alone as agricultural State. The average land 
is marvelous in its possibilities, and that ef Southern 
California, unparalleled in it diversity and adaptability 
to the entire range of agricultural products. Pineap- 
ples and barley; oranges and apples, grasses from the 
north and palms from the south—exotic and native 
. lately acclimated and long habituate—all are grown to- 
gether as nowhere else in the world. A mere list of 
these would fill a column of the ‘Space devoted to the 
land and its products. With all its diversitics of prod- 
nets Southern California is the only section where crops 
can be harvested under clear skies for eight months of 
the year, and whose winter crops are so little subjec. 
to the contingencies of temperature and rain. 

In Southern California the grower of cereals is not 
uader the necessity of providing ditches to insure his

ing lands enriched with Fresno sand” in almost every 
county, sandy adobe, sandy loam, black adobe and peat 
soils underlaid with clay and thus forming a perpetual 
basin of natural irrigation or reaching hundreds of feet 
toward the center of the earth and forming an ‘nex- 
haustible basis for crops grown trom artificial irriga- 
tion. 


LAND VALUES. 


As to the value of the lands covered by the great eys- 
tems of irrigation in Southern California, naturally one 
of the most timely items ta the proepective settler, no 
publication upon the resources of the section attempts 
io give definjte figures. Unlike the farming lands of the 
Eastern States. the value of acreage property differs in 
the same immediate locality, an there is no general 
standard of valuation such ag (he measure of prices 
upon the prairie lands of Illinols, for example. Good un- 
improved land with water varies from, $100 to $400 per 
acre and improved with bearing citrus orchards from 
$100 to $1900 per acre. Another thing that makes it 
useless io attempt to specialize prices is the clement of 
climate. After all is said that can be truthfully set 
forth concerning the commercial value of agricultural 
lands in the south, there is still the element of resi- 
dence value to be reckoned with. In certain of the choic- 
est sections this value s€&ems to be placed at nearly half 
the price of the lands by real estate experts, but the 
class of investors now buying improved lands has a far 
better basis upon which to figure—the annual crop in- 


come—and from this foundation each investment must 


de measured by the intelligent purchaser. 


PRODUCTS OF THE SOIL. 


AGRICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE ABOUT EVEN 
IN VALUE. 


ELYING upon the figures furnished by the Los An 
geles Chamber of Commerce, the products relating 
purely to the farm are of nearly equal value te 
those of the orchard, amounting annually to $18,079,000. 
The products of the orchards are placed at $19,000,000 
Thus it appears that “The Land” is accredited with 837, 
079,000, about one-half of the total revenues of South- 
ern California. The balance of the $80,000,000 is from 
the precious metals, fisheries, building material, beer 
and miscellaneous manufactures. These figures have 
been prepared by the secretary, and are fairly indica-

BEANS AND BEETS. 


The county of Ventura produces a farm crop distine- 
tive and alone—the Lima bean. Of the half miilios 
sacks grown in this part of the State, Ventura produces 
all but about forty thousand. It is the greatest beans 
section of the world. Twenty years ago only 4000 sacks 
were marketed; this season the output amounts to 570,004 
sacks. of which 17,000 were produced in Los Angeles 
county, 25,000 in Orange county and the balance in Ven 
tura. This commodity has netted $50 an acre over large 
tracts of land and is rated as one of the most profitable 
of all the field crops grown in the southern portion of the 
State. The figures given here are most conservative, as 
one authority gives the total bean output at 750,006 
sacks. including isolated lots. At 4 cents a pound for 
Lima and 3 cents for other varieties we have a record 
of $1,800,000 as the revenue derived from the bean crop 
for one year by the farmers engaged in this business. 

In no other section of the United States has the cultiva- 
tion of the sugar beet received such extensive attention 
as in Southern California. The lower lands of Ventura 
have been foupd peculiarly adapted to this industry, and 
thousands of acres heretofore given to cereai crops are 
now growing beets for the great factory at Oxnard. An- 
other fine section for the growing of beets fs the 
Chino Ranch, in San Bernardino county, and a few miles 
east of Pomona, where the pioneer sugar factory of 
Southern California is located. Another factory near 
Long Beach and one at Santa Maria in Santa Barbara 
county, complete the sugar-making capacity of South- 
ern California. Surrounding these magnificent mills an 
immense area is planted to sugar beets, over 14,000 acres 
at Oxnard being a fair sample of the extent of this in- 
dustry. Through favorable railroad facilities sections 
far from these factories have become extensive beet 
growers. The rich lands devoted to this crop yield 
about fifteen tons per acre. At $4.50 per ton the gross 
receipts per acre are $67.50, about half of which is reck- 
oned as clear profit to the farmer. The establishment 
of these great sugar fagtories has brought millions of 
deHars into this portion of the State as permanent 
investment, and while $25 or $30 an acre does not seem 
a heavy profit to the grower it diversifies farming and 
prevents an overplus of other products, besides adding 
immensely to the taxable property of these countics, 
The cutlook for the sugar beet in Southern California 
was never more promising. and its extension bids fair 
to continue, provided Congress does not pass unfavorable 
legislation.

= vest. Builders, machinists, electricians and other arti- 
sans are required to maintain and operate these houses. 
Teamsters are required, in addition to the ranch equip- 
ments, to transport this fruit to the packing plants. 
Better roads are required that all fruits may be deliv-' 
ered in security. Every town has its accountan’®. ex- 
perts in handling fruit, agents and salesmen—all en- 
gaged in the work of marketing the crops. In this re- 
spect the rural sections of Southern California are 
unique, the quality of the service requiring a class of | 
ability not employed locally in handling the farm prod- 
ucts of the East. The attempt to bring out these dis- 
tinctive features is made in the belief that it will prove 
attractive and interesting to the visitors who may tour 
this section. The remarks made about the manner of 
conducting the orange business are also applicable to 
the other fruit industries to some extent and need not 
be repeated in connection with the less important com- 
modities.

from Sicily. The California frult was pronéun-<d superior 


by one of the most eminent of chemists, and since then no 
successful effort has been made to overturn the verdict. 
With the assistance of the protective tariff California 
shippers have been enabled to secure popular recognition 
of this value. 

Lemon culture has not advanced proportionately with 
that of the orange. In fact, some authorities claim 
that the acreage is gradually diminishing. This is ac- 
counted for by the habits of the tree. it will not fruit 
well in localities subject to frost, and it has been found 
that coast regions, which are modified by the ocean. are 
the most suitable for the lemon. Some of the frost-free 
Jocalities of the interior are also especially adapted to 
the cultivation of this fruit, some of the most profitable 
groves being found in places whose local topozraphy 
gives exemption from extremes of heat and cold.

Although not more than a third completed, the outline 
of the great artificial sea wall, to cost a king’s ransom, 
is plainly visible, and its worth manifest. The waters 
in both the outer and inner harbors have been stilled 
considerably, and their protection in case of storms is 
assured. With the passing of formalities attached to the 


the improvement of the inner harbor. it is probable that 
work will be commenced by the middle of January. 

The project, as outlined, presents a marvel of good 
judgment, as well as an excellent conception of engi- 
neering ekill. Unlike the exterior harbor, which is 
practically one piece, the interior harbor can be built 
in sections. By the employment of this method, each 
section or part will be of some service as soon as com- 
pleted. The dredging of the first division of the inner 
barbor, which is the essential part of this work, will in- 
volve a cost of $500,000, and will consume fully three 
years. .The scheme is to dredge an entrance channel 
twenty feet deep, and 400 feet wide, from Dead Man's 
Island to the lower cnd of the lumber wharves. It also 
includes the cleaning out of the harbor along the water 
front to a depth of twenty-four feet, and the excavation 
of a turning basin of twenty-four feet and 1600 feet in 
diameter. The basin will be located between the wharves 
and Mormon Island. 

The contract for $100,000 worth of dredging in the 
inner harbor tas been let. When this agreement ex- 
pires, the government will carry on the work to its com- 
pletion free of contractors. Plans are now being drawn

The topographic 
and climatic conditions are especially favorable to 
scmi-tropic growths, end so here will be found, in 
a single private garden at lovely Montecito, over one 
hundred and seventy varieties of palms. A wonderfully 
beautiful plantation. 

Santa Barbara is fortunate in counting among its cit- 
izens Dr. F. Franceshi, a botanist and floriculturist of 
wide-world travel and experience, whose importations and 
wise counsel have donc eo much to bulld up the interests 
of floriculture in his beloved héme city. One can well 
believe himself in a second Paradise, in viewing the 
lovely gardens and great orchards of Montecito. It sw 
claimed that besides the great variety of its palms, in 
Santa Barbara may be found fifty species of bamboo, 
three bundred of. vines or climbers, and over two 
thousand different species of trees, shrubs and peren- 
niais. It is needless to remark that Santa Darbara 
exports vast quantities of trees, plants and seeds. 


To Los Angeles county belongs the honor of the first 
large commercial enterprise in carnation growing. 
The carnations for which Southern California is famed 
are of a distinct type, materially differing from those 
grown in any other part of the world, and are the 
result of hybridizing. To L. Haettel, an expert florist, 
is given the distinction of having, some twenty years 
ago, at Inglewood, Los Angeles county, made the ex- 
periments with the finest stock he could secure from 
all parts of the world, which resulted in the creation 
of the fine carnations now so largely grown all over 
Southern California, flowers grown in the open air 
which compare so favorably with the glass-grown 
product of other States. The largest acreage is prob- 
ably ct Redondo, and it is indeed worth traveling 
some miles to sce these wonderful fields of carnations, 
grown on the edge of the sea beach. At Wilmingtoa 
D. R. Woods is continuing in an efficient manner 
the experiments in improving the carnation stock, asd 
I have reason to believe that we shall hear of results 
from the Wilmington experiments at no late date. 
The culture of carnations has proved such an interest- 
ing branch of floriculture, and so profitable, that from

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BENEFICENT POLICY. 
RRIGATION is the founda- 
tion stone upon which the 
structure of Callfornia’s de- 
yelopment must rest. What 
we want is a broad and com- 
prehensive national irrigation 
policy. What the national 
government must do cannot 
and will not be done by either 
the State or private enter- 
prise. 

When the advocates of na- 
tional irrigation organized the 
National Irrigation Associa- 


tion three and a half years 
ago, and began the work of | 
converting the nation to their 
irrigation creed, they were 
generally regarded as vision- 
aries and rainbow chasers. 
persevered and suc- 
ceeded, because they declared 
for a certain fixed and un- 
deviating policy, end fought 
the fight through to the end 
and won, because they were 
right. The National Irriza- 
tion Act inaugurated that policy and marked the begin- 
ming of a new era in western development. 

With this foundation to build on, we turn to the future 
to see what must.be done. We may assume two propo- 
sitions to begin with: 

First—That the operations of the national govern- 
ment will not be limited by the funds to be derived from 
the sales of public lands. The evolution of the policy 
will soon enlarge it so that: the test of whether any 
given project shall be built will be, not whether the 
money needed is in the arid land reclamation fund. bat. 
whether if the money is Invested by the government it 
will be repaid by the lands reclaimed. 

Second—That irrigation works will be built by the 
national government to reclaim private lands as well 
as public lands where public irrigation works are 
needed. and the return of the government investment is 
assured, and the subdivision of the land into small 
tracts made certain, and all complications as to the 
distribution of the water adjusted in advance with ref- 
erence to each proposed project. 

Some will say: This is impossible! ö 

This is what they said three years ago. when we 
started in to get the national irrigation policy adapted. 

Whenever the people of California are ready to unite 
from one end of the State to the other in a grand con- 
certed movement to get the national government to 
make available for beneficial use all the water that 
goes to waste in the entire State, they can get it done 
just as rapidly as they bring the different projects 
within the principles above lald down.

THE RIGHT CONDITION. 

Bat one thing might as well be accepted as an in- 
flexible condition right at the start—that national irrl- 
gation is not and never will be a political graft on the 
national treasury. The national government will never 

_ feather the nests of speculators in any way that can be 
imagined, and it will never invest a dollar that it will

THE TURN OF THE TIDE. 

Some of our good friends who used to laugh at us a 
year or two ago and teil us that our grandchildren might 
live to see national irrigation, but that we never woul, 
may rub their eyes and imagine it is all a dream, but it 
is a fact, nevertheless, that the government cuzineers and 
several fully-equipped surveying parties are in the field 
on the Colorado River and all the money needed to be- 
gin construction is in the United States treasury, avail- 
able for that use whenever the Secretary of the Interior 
says the word. 

The Colorado River project. is all government land 
and the government has a free band there. iu practic- 


ception of the importance of this project to Seuthern 


ally every other project in California the codperation 


of the local communities affected must be had. In his 
annual report, just issued, the Secretary of the Interior 
has told them what they must do in. such cases. It 
should be read and considered very carefully by all who 
are interested in irrigation development. 

What is needed in California more than anything else 
ig an organization covering the entire State which will 
adhere to a fixed policy and definite plan un its ob- 
jects are accomplished. The Califorria Water and For- 
est Association has wrecked itself and destroyed its 
possibilities of usefulness by following, apparently to 
the exclusion of everything else, the ignis fatuus of the 
reform of State laws by the assumption that all water 
is the property of the State and should be distributed 
by the State. It has done worse than this. In the bill 
which it has indorsed it has gone before the people with 
a proposition which is simply a monstrosity. It de- 
clores the water to be the property of the State and 
subject to distribution by State officials. and then al- 
lows the power of the State to be ¢xercised by an en- 
gineer who is to be in the pay of the water company 
operating the canal. The bill will =o doubt be ac- 
tively supported by the few large water companies which 
want to escape from the local control of the Board of 
Supervisors because the bill transfers this contra] to the

problem, the storage of its floods, the protection of its 
rich alluvial bottom lands from overfiow, the regulation 
& the river flow for mayigation, the utilization of all 
turplus water for irrigation, and the reclamation of | 
avery available acre which is susceptible of irrigation | 
ia the San Joaquin Valley and Sacramento Valley by | 
the utilization of the flood waters—all this should and 
will be done by the national government, and it never | 
will be done in any other way. 

What would it cost? Many millions of dollars! A 
single canal system in India has cost over ten million 
dollars. Suppose these greht government works in the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys cost twenty million 
dollars? What of it? The government could get back 
every dollar of it, and every dollar it expended would 
create ten dollars of increased property values. Sup- 
pose it expended twenty million dollars? It would 
create values of over two hundred millions, and more 
than double the populaticn of Northern California. 

This great conception has not yet fully dawned on the 
people of Northern California, but after the national 
government has built a few of the great projects it is 
now surveying in other parts of the country, Northern 
California will wake up to the possibilities of the na- 
tional irrigation movement. 

In Southern California the people are already fully 
alive to it, and one of the most magnificent projects now 
being surveyed is on the Colorado River for the whole 
Jength of its course frém above the Needles to below 
Yuma. The gigantic benefits to Southern California 
from the construction of this vast system of irrigation 
works can hardly be overestimated. Eventually over a 
million of acres can be reclaimed by a series of dams, 
every acre of which will be sedimentary land of extra- 
ordinary fertility—iand which will yield io that climate, 
with irrigation, several crors a year. And this is but 
a part of the great advantages to be derived from these 
dams. They will generate an Almost unlimited volume 
of electrical power which will be of great value in the 
mining development of that section—one of the richest 
mineral regions of the earth. When it is borne in 
mind that the Colorado River will actually irrigate a 
greater area of land than is embraced in the whole Los 
Angeles, San Gabriel and San Bernardino valleys, of 
which only a comparatively small portion is actually 
irrigated, and add to this the influence of the electrical 
power in stimulating mining develo some con- 
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State Board of Engineers. And if the bill had been 
brought forward avowedly as a measure in the interest 
of the water-right canal companies, and by their repre- 
sentatives, there would have been nothing ‘ncongruous 
about it, but it is unfortunate indeed that such a meas- 
ure should have the indorsement of the association 
which has fathered it, or that some of the members of 
the voluntary commission which ostensibly promulgated 
t. 


A BAD BILL. 

The bill does not remedy a single difficulty in the 
irrigation situation in California. On the contrary it 
would breed many troubles that do not now exist. The 
worst feature of the bill is its declaration that the Siate 
owns the water and that its distribution should be con- 
trolled by @ cemtfal State board. The complications 
which would follow the attempt to enforce such a theory 
are innumeraie@ Nothing that California could now 
do would do more to retard and complicate the con- 
struction of national irrigation works than the passage 
of this proposed irrigation bill. 

“State cession” on the one hand and “State owner- 
ship and control of water’ on the other, were Siamese 
twins. They naturaliy went together. But the complete 
overthrow of the doctrine of State cession carried with 
it the overthrow of the theory of the State ownership 
and control of water.

The national government acquired the arid region 
(with the exception of Texas.) not only as a sovereign 
but also as a proprietor. All property. water as well 
as land, not already in private ownership when it ac | 
quired the territory, became the property of the n- 
tional government. It is the original source of all rights 
to the use of water in this entire territory. ‘ 

It has dedicated the waters to public use, and 
ognizes every right based on use, and to the extent of 
the use, as a vested right of property. No State can 
create any greater right. Beneficial use is the basis, 
the measure and fhe limit of all rights to water and 
this is just as true of the rights of a riparian owner as 
of an appropriator. 


AN OMISSION. 

The Supreme Court of California overlooked this fun- 
dameptal principle in Bothgate vs. Irvine, and Har- 
grave vs. Cook, and those cases should be reconsid- 
efed. The rule the court there laid down introduces 
a condition of uncertainty into the rights of appropria- 
tors which is detrimental! to the public interes‘s, and is 
not sound law. The priority of use fixes the priority 
of right, just as much between an upper riparian owner 
and a lower appropriator, as between two appropriators, 
But unless there is some organized movement among ths 
irrigators whose homes are jeopardized by these er- 
roneous decisions of our courts, there is no likelihood 
that the law as declared in those cases will ever be 
modified.

Some cases should be taken to the Supreme Court 
which squarely involve the question, and the whole J 
subject should again be presented more fully than before 
fo the court, so that the opportunity might be afforded 
for correcting the error which the court fell into in the 
decisions above mentioned. It is of great importance Gam 
to the irrigation interests of large sections of Southern a 
California, especially on the Santa Ana and San Ga- 
briel rivers, that this should be done. 

The fundamental foundation principle upon which 41 
irrigation development must be built is that the land 
shall own the right to the water needed for its irriga- 
tion: and that all rights, whether riparian or by ap- 
priation, must be based on and be measured and”

VERY country, like every human be'!ng. 
has an individuality of its own, its 
streng points and its weak points, its 
idiosyncrasies and excellences and fan- 
cles and foibles. And, in so far as its 
determining characteristics shine forth 
in contradistinction to those of other 
countries—in 80 far as it asserta rel 
in. strong individuality—so does it soe interesting 
from a human standpoint. 

This, after all, is the chief — in Callfor uta, 
and particularly in Southern California. This section 
is different in natural characteristics—different in de- 
velopment-—-from any equal area of the Ucited Stats, 
or of the whole round world. “Sub generis” is the 
conventional term for it.

From the standpoint of Américan history, it is oldest 
of the old, and newes' of the new, old in settlement 
and civilization, new in the outreach of twentieth cen- 
tury achievement.

Thus, the history and traditions of this country reach 


back as far as those of some of the oldest settlements 
on the Atlantic seaboard, and antedate by several years 
the founding of the American republic. Mementos of 
the old mission days are still extant, and form oojects 
of interest for all. 

Bat Southern California does not live in the past. It 
is in the spirit of modern enterprise, in the push and 


whirl of modern times, that the country stands forth 


in ita strongest light. This development is compre- 


hended within the span of the past twenty-five years. 


during which the country bas been converted from its 
easy-going pastora! life to an agricultural and horticul- 
tural section of the most intensive culture. In this period 
Los Angeles has grown from an isolated town of a few 
thousand inhabitants to a city of 120,000, veeming with 
industry. “manufactures and trade, and reaching out 
for future greatness at a more rapid rate than any 
other city in the United States.

The chief factors in this pe a growth may 
be briefly stated, as, first, a climate which has not 
its equal in the world for healthfulmess and .comfort 
the combination of soil, 


the production of nearly every known fruit, grain 
and vegetable of temperate and tropic zones; third, the 
influx of a wideawake, thorough-going American popu- 
lation, which knows how to utilize to the utmost every 
natural advantage in the production of wealth and the 
acquisition of refined and beautiful surroundings. 

Added to the wealth produced from the soil, come 
in, as a strong factor, the mineral resources of the 
country, in the development of which we have expe- 
rienced a general revival.

For about thirty-five years, how- 
ever, +A supply ad under lease to a private corporation, 
which developed a distributing system as the town 
grew, and finally became owner of an extensive and 
valuable plant. The ease was terminated, and the 
| waterworks taken over by the city in February, 1902, 
the purchase price being $2,000,000. Since that time 
the system has been under the management of a 
Board of Water Commissioners. From the report of 
the Auditor it appears that there were 23,119 services 
when the city took possession of the works. Since then 
873 others have been acquired by purchase of the High- 
land system; 106 by the purchase of the O'Dea and Ky- 
sor systems, and 2585 have been added, making 4 to- 
tal of 26,18? services. 

The gross revenues for the period from February 4 
to November 30, 1902, were $456,317. From this it ap- 
pears that the gross annual revenues from the service 
are about $556,000. |

Thus, after paying all expenses of operation and moln- 
tenance and disbursing, $190,015 for betterments, there 
stil remain a net profit to the city of $214,395. 

Already the prices to consumers have been reduced 10 
per cent. on flat rates and 80 per cent. on meter rates.

The surplus revenues hereafter will be devoted to bet- 
terments and the payment of bonds and interest issued 
for the purchase of the works.

The school department has 10,792 volumes, with a circu- 
lation last year of 120,025. The periodical department 
has ii magazines on file, and last year had a home 
circulation of 43,011.

The library occupies the entire third floor of the City 
Hall with the attic for storage, but us quarters are 
cramped, and there is great necessity for a separate li- 
brary building commensurate with the status and re- 
quirements of the department.

Mk great thing of the year in Tropico was the com- 

pletion of the works of the Pacifie Art Tile Com; 

pany. The factory le said te be the only one of its 
kind west of Indianapolis, Ind. The combined annual 
output of the eighteen establishments of that kind be- 
tween Indianapolis and the Atlantic Coast is 14,000,000 
unte feet of pottery. Of that quantity the Pacific 
Coast consumes 1,500,000 square feet. The company's 
building at Tropico. completed within the year, Is n 
125 feet, and there is a power-house 30x70 feet. Within 
125 nilles of Tropico there have been found many kinds 
of clay suitable for the manufacture of art tlles for in- 
tertar and exterior decoration. The plant, which Is to 
be put in operation soon, will give empleyment te 1000 


The past season's crop of oranges grown about Tropico 
was about eighty-five carloads, Strawberry culture was 
one of the important items. There are about 150 acres 
in the berrics, from which a large revenue was obtained. 
Over $6000 was paid for strawberry irrigation under the 
Tropico Water Company's system. The principal streets 
about town were oiled and thé others were sprinkled. 
Buildings which cost about $15,000 were erected within 
the year. Many wells were sunk within the year. The 
appearance of the town was much bettered through the 
efforts of the Tropico Improvement Association. , Tele- 
phones were placed in twenty-five business and residence 


The alfalfa fields about Burbank were within the 
year increased’ from about e a¢res to about 350 
acres: The preduction was not far from ten tons 
per acre, and the hay sold for an average of about 
$7 per ton.

With the new plant water is 
pumped to a reservoir up in the foothiils four miles 
from town, from which it is supplied for domestic and 
other purposes, Several chicken ranches were started 
in the vicinity. The newly-formed improvement asso- 
ciation has started on a campaign for street betterment. 
Seven buildings were completed, or nearly completed, in 
the ighborhood within the year at a cost of about 

7,000. Several miles of streets were graded and oiled. 
An area of about 550 acres was put under irrigation. 
The gross receipts of the postoffice were approximately

A MINERAL REGION. 1 
LINE from the northeast corner of Inyo county 
A to the southwest would divide the county inte tuo 
triangular areas. In the eastern part are found 
Death Valley and the great desert stretches, which are 
unjustly caused the entire county to be regarded, by 
those unacquainted with it, as desert. In the western 
and smaller triangle is Owens Valley, having an ares 
greater than that of Rhode Island, and containing an 
of the county's agricultural land, and nine-tenths of itis 
population. 
The desert region abounds in minerals, from ious 


salt, niter, and other substances. It is considered tha. 
the great Tonopah lode extends southward through this 
territory. nd known deposits bear out this opinion. The 
advent of rapid communication would build up immestse 
mining interests ln that region, as well as lu the mroun- 
tains bordering Owens Valley. 3 
Inyo, from an agsicultucal viewpoint, means Owens 
Valley. This section, as yet in the incipiency of de- 
velopment, contains 500,000 acres of arable lands, .of 
which not over half is claimed. Naturally, the Jands 
already located are those easiest irrigated from water 
systems now in existence. The soll varies from sand 
a toam. The products include everything hardier than 
citrus fruits. Deciduous fruits, grapes, berries, grains of 
all kinds, and all varieties of produce grow to perfection, 
in quality and flavor second to none. Alfalfa is also « 
staple, and of superior quality. The honey from the 
apiaries is of the very highest grade. Stock-raising is a 
leading industry, and the factors which make this an 
ideal, stock country Ane grasses, pure air And water-- 
also make it specially adapted to dairying. Povwitry and 
wool-growing aré also important interests. In these 
itema, with mining, will be found the future wealth of 
Inyo, and any one of them will suffice to make the county 


noted. 


A FINE WATER SUPPLY. , 


Few, if any, parts of the State have such a fine water 
supply as has the valley, Owens River, averaging, * 
flow of 35.000 to 40,000 inches: Bishop Creek, varying Trom 
2000 to 10,009 inches in extreme volume, and a score et 
smaller streams, in all carrying a normal volume of 1%.- 
000 to 15,000 inches, make up the natural supply. These 
Waters are diverted thfough seventeen main canals, and 
a number of smatier ones, in all claiming a capacity of 
46,000 inches, and being mainly supplied from the river. 
The hundred lakes in the bordering Sierras, and, the 
already proved pessibilities of artesian water, show 
that in the life-giving fluid Inyo has no more to ask. 
These streams also furnish almost unlimited power pos- 
sibilities, which are just beginning te be considered. 

Schools are second to none of equal grading anywhere 
in the State. Churches and fraternities are also numer- 
ous, in propertion to population, and evidencing «a 
healthy social condition. 

Markets ire the surrounding mising camps, for Smaller 
lines, of produce, as well as for hay and grain. Stock 
is marketed in San Francisco, while the honey produced 
finds ready demand in all the larger outside markets. 
The discorery of the great camp of Tonopah has mere 
than met any question as te local market fer produce, 
and its assured premanency, gives ample promise fer the 
future. 

The one great need Of the valley. and, in fact, of the 
whole county, is a rall outlet to the southward. Les An- 

s is its natural market and supply point. Ingo will 
ultimately (when given communication.) be of greater 
value to che Angel City than most of the citizens have 
ever ned. 


The developments of the past year have been impor- 
tant, Tonopah has proved to be a factor that has beiped 
to bgild up every interest in Inyo. Mining operations in 
the Founty itself have been satisfactory. This is 
notatly true of the prospective extensive work, mill 
building. and so on, at the Reward property, near inde- 
pendence. Eastern capitalists, in which W. C. Whitney 
and pthers are included, have taken hold of this and 
other neur-by property, and for power seurce have 
to the vast unharnessed energy latent in Owens 
River, where it enters the valley. An _ electric plant.

which will supply power not only to Inyo enterprises, but 
to those in other counties, is among the strong probabili- 


tles. 


The ral valley communities have made substantial 
prog ring 1902. This is true of Big Pine, a growing 
neigh bo „Hand especially so of Bishop, in the north- 
ern end of the county. This latter place has during the 
year acquired the first bank in the county; has estab- 
lished a public high school, the only one east of the 


| Sierras; has acquired, through local capital, a first-class 


electric-lighting system, and the effect of these advan- 
tages has teen te cause much local improvement in ot 
lines. Land values in the county have been greatly en- 
hanced during the year, theugh it is still true that, qual- 
ity and fertility considered, along with water facilities 
and sureness of returns, there is no part of the State 
where janis are cheaper than in this same valley. Many 
new settlers have been added during the year. 

A brief and hasty sketch cannot do the subject jus- 
tice, for necessarily many items and details must be 
omitted. It is with confidence asserted, however, tha: 
no part of the State offers greater inducements for s 
returns than does Inyo county. It needs an intr t 
to the wortd—even te its own State: it needs rail com- 
munication «outherly. Given these, or the last glonc, 
and Inyo will soon jake high rank among the interior 
counties of the State, In this no mention has been made 
of scenic attractions, or of fen and game, factors which 
will make thie Les Angeles’ summer outing place, soong@ 
or later. * 


CALIFORNIA'S GOLD. 
Charles G. Yale of San Francisco, statistician for the 
California State Mining Bureau, and for the United 
States Mint. furnishes the following figures of the 
— of gold production in Califorinia during the year 

Quartz mines, $14,264,369; mines, $1.191,800; 
drift mines, $1,062,450; hydraulic mines, $1.699,781, Cop- 
per mining and smelting produced $421,385 in gold. Lead 
ores from Inyo and Sap Bernardino counties turned ‘in 
gold to the value of $116.867, The output of the gold- 
dredging industry amounted to 471,762 Tor the year, 
which was an increase of $271,000, as compared with 
the preceding year. The output from the placer mines 
includes the gold from siluices, rockers, toms, ground 
sluicing. wing damming and dredgers. An enaiysia of 
the statistics would seem to show a large falling off ia 
ordinary sluicing and riverbed mining. The total out- 


put of the State in precious metals last year was .

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A WEALTHY CITY. 


RODUCTS of thie county differ as 
widely as does the character of its n- 
mate, ranging from old-fashioned east- 
ern winter on the snow-clad mountain 
tops to the semi-tropic valleys, where 
outdoor life is a delight the year round. 
On the mountains, there are lumber and 
gold: on the lower slopes vast stretches 
of 3 land: in the valleys, citrus and deciduous fruits, 
alfalfa and grain: on the desert, salt. There are valu- 
able deposi‘s of coal and pottery clay,. asbestos mines, 
as yet undeveicped, building stone, lime, and rich min- 
eral deposits of gold and silver, the development of 
which has only begun. 

CITY OF RIVERSIDE. 

The census population of the city of Riverside in 1890 
wan 4645. In 1900, the census gave the city a popula- 
tien of 7897. This year 2912 voters were registered in the 
twelve city precinc:s, which, according to a ratio of 
4.37, based on the vote cast at the general election in 
1900, givoe the city a present pppulation exceeding 10,000. 
The past year has witnessed a continuance of the re- 
markable growth of the city that started in earnest lees 
than three years ago—the Riverside renaissance period, 
it le called. Building improvements alone in Riverside 
during the past two years have amounted to over $1,- 

The past year has witnessed the completion of the 
Sherman Institute, a United States government Indian 
industria’ school, on which the government has already 
expended ‘or buildings and lands a sum 2pproximating 
eee A change of management will be made the early 
part of the year, whereby the scope of the institution 
will oe greatly b. dodcned, 


BUILDINGS. 

in the early port of the year work was commenced on 
the New Glenwood, now nearing completion, which will 
compare favorably with otier-of Southern California's 
luturious hosteirics. The completed hotel, wiih furnish- 
ings and equipments, together with the cost of the site, 
will Involve an investment of $300,000. The other hotels 
ef the city have been enlarged and extensively im- 
proved during the year. The Carnegie $25,000 library 
buliding is nearing completion. A modern County Jail 
was completed the early part of the year, at a cost cf 
$35,000. Bonds have been voted and the contract awarded 
for the building of a $150,000 Courthouse, on which work 
has been begun. 

Two new public parks and pleasure grounds have been 
established, with polo grounds, zoflogical garden, mesic 
pavilions, and so forth: Building in residence property 
in very active, scores of pretty and elegant homes hav- 
ing been crected er started in all sections of the city 
and valley, ranging in cost from $1500 to $15,000. 


In the western part of the city and in the Arlington 
Heights district, large blocks of land have changed 
hands, and are being extensively Improved and developed 
Into choice residence property by the purchasers. Along 
the heights, east of Victoria avenue, several hundred 
additional acres have been planted te citrus fruits dur- 
ing the year; new driveways have been laid out, and 
the whole section Is taking on a park- -like appearance of 


great beauty. 


RAILWAYS—MANUFACTURES 


During the past two years, $150,000 has been expended 
on street railway extensions and improvements. The 
Salt Lake road has obtained a right of way through 
the city, and is coming th's way as rapidly as the rails 
can be laid. A large force of men.is engaged in dulld- 
ing what will be the longest concrete cement railroad 
bridge in the country, across the Santa Ana River, 
where the road will enter the city. 

A large and substantial brick ba@ilding is being built 
on the East Side, where an extensive automobile man- 
ufacturing plant wi.l be established. A large brickyard 
was established during the year on North Market street, 
which is kept running to Its full capacity. A number 
of new business houses have entered the local fleid 
during the year. There is scare ‘ely a Vacant storeroom 
in the city. Among the pubilc Improvements in prog- 
ress are the extensive operations being carried on by the 
Riverside Power Company, a private corporation, along 
the Santa Ana River, near the Narrows, soulhwest of 
the city, where electric power will be developed on a 
large scale trom the river waters and sold to the city, 
the power now received from Redlands 
and the city’s big auxiliary stceam- poser plant. The 
elty has also Contracied to purchase electric power on 
a large scale, which it ls proposed to develop from the 
waters of Lytle Creek Caion, in San Bernardino county, 


LIGHTING SYSTEM—IRRIGATION. 


The city now operates 14,000 commercial lights and 
furnishes $00 horse power for sireet-car and tndustrial 
purposes. The telephone stem now embraces 650 in- 
struments on the local lines. 

The Riverside Water Company and the several other 
companies that supply the city and valley with water 
continue to develop their sources of supply on liberal 
lines. The present supply excceds % miners’ inc hes, 
The irrigation water flows through fifty miles of canals, 
and is distributed over the valley through 30 miles of 
lateral ditches and zipe lines. 

In the "iverside district there are at present under 
cultivation over 20,000 acres, almost 1000 ares having 
been plapted to citrus fruits, in the immediate vicin- 
ity, during the year. 

The local bank depos:'s excced $2,000,000, 

Several rew packing-huuses, making thirty-tao in all, 
have been erected in the distr':t during the year, where 
are handled annually app.oximately 2.500.008 boxes of 
cftrus fruits, having a value to the growers of $1,500,000.

THE SECOND CITY. 


Corona, the second city in size in Riverside county, is 
built on a sloping mesa. During the past year Corona 
has had a steady, healthy growth. There were 600 in- 
habitants in 1890; 1434.in 1900, and 2000 is the estimated 
population for 1802. 

Fixty buildings,.mostly dwellings, have been ‘erected 
Guring the past year. Among these are the Odd Fellows’ 
fine structure, containing their lodge rooms, costing 
915,000, and the eighth packing-house, that of the Corona 
Lemon Company.

THE FRUIT INDUSTRY. 

Citrus culture is the most important interest In this 
locality. Corona oranges and lemons rank with the best. 
There are 40600 acres of orchards in full bearing, with a 
prospective increase of 750 acres next year. 

The first citrus shipments of three carloads were made 
in 1893. The shipments for the year just ended were 
617 carloais. Olives, deciduous fruits and grapes are 
also grown. Barley hay, grain and alfalfa are the chief 
agricultural, products. The acreage of cereals this year 
Is larger than ever before, including much new land. In 
a favorable season, about ten carloads of a superior 
quality of boney are shipped.’ ~ 

Corona has a magnificent water system. Water I's

is augmented by wells in the. Temescal Hasin, and also 
by a gravity flow from several cafions in that vicinity. 
| The Temescal Water Company property is valued at $1,- 
106,382. Negotiations are pending for the purchase of 
water-bearing lands and 700 inches of developed water at 
Ethanac, adjacent to the Perris wells, and valued at 
$280,000. This wiil insure the colony with an ample 
water supply for all future needs,

MINERAL WEALTH. 


The near-by mountains and foothilis are rich in depos- 
its of natural cement rock, coal, tin, porphyry and gypsum 
which last supplies the Standard Fertilizer Works in 
this place. Glass sand is shipped extensively. Of the 
clays there are kaolin and plastic clay, also non-plastic 
flint and several other kinds of fire clay.. Thousands of 
tons of these clays are shipped annually), besides sup- 
plying the local pipe works for the manufacture of 
vitrified sewer pipe, orchard fluming, fire bricks and 
terra-cotta goods. Of mineral paints there are others, 
white mineral, umber, natural oxide reds, brown and 
red hematites. These materials are mined, “also manu- 
tactured by a paint factory built the present year. A 
brickyard near town is supplied by Corona clay de- 
posits. Monumental «ranite and. Dyilding stones are 
quarried and shipped from the valley hills near Corona.

The population does not 
vary greatly from year to year, but the increase in the 
number of tourisis and health seckers who spend & 
portion of each year here is very noticeable, 

The hot mineral springs which furnish water for two 
well-equipped bath-houses have always been noted for 
their curative properties. The mineral water is piped 
all over the town. The domestic water system, owned 
by the town, is a model of its kind, and is satisfactory 
in every respect. 

Many hunters find here good sport, not only on the 
lake, where d fowl-are plentiful, but in the feothilla 
and near-by mountains. Thére are numerous furnished 
cottages for rent. 

The back country surrounding the town is planted 
mainly to fruit. A large olive mill has recently been 
erected at Lakeiand ranch, which will have a capacity 
sufficient to handle the entire crop of the valley. 

The town has an active society called the Elsinore 
Home Improvement Society, which has been of inesti- 
mable value to the community. 

The Albier-Hil} coal mine, which has been in active 
operation for eighteen years, has always been an im- 
portant industry. While driving the maln tunnel re- 
<entiy, a new vein of coal was uncovered, which is 
thoroughly worked, 

A deposit ef clay used in the manufacture of sewer 
pipe and fire brick is found near the town, and an 
avercge of seventy-five carloads a month Is shipped to 
the Los Angeles sewer-pipe works 

A large sewer-pipe works at Terra Cotta, a small net 
tlement adjacent to the town, has for the past ten years 
lain idle. The valuable property was recently purchased 
"by E. G. Durand and son, and active preparations are 
im progress for immediate operation.

ON THE DESERT. 
Palm Springs is a little settlement on the border of 
the Colorado Desert. It is a faverite health resort for 
people suffering from lung troubles. which 


ripen early, and grapes and apricots, are successfully

During a comparatively brief time, a portion of the 

desert section in the county has grown to be something 
more than a barren waste. In 1900 it was discovered 
that underlying the Coachella Valley was a stratum of 
artesian water, at a depth of from 90 to @0 feet. The 
hydraulic process of well boring proved a success, 
a rush for claims followed. That fall, the firet settiers 
came in, cleared the land, sunk wells, and the next 
spring planted crops of grain and melons. Owing to the 
heat and absence of fogs, melons and fruits attain ma- 
turity two months earlier than in any other part of 
the United States. Crops sown in February are harvested 
in June. Many new wells have been bored, and the 
melon-growing industry has become one of importance. 
The floor of the valley t« from 120 to 250 feet below sea 
level. Two ycars ago this section was a desolate waste. 
Len than two months ago a farmers’ institute was held 
at Coachella, and the surprising exhibit of the products 
of the valley Was an eye-opener. 

Indio isa little oasis on the desert, on the line of 
the Southern Pacific road. It is a favorite resort for 
those afflicted with pulmonary troubles and a shipping 
center of the desert section. Melons are grown near by 
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EMPIRE IN ITSELF. 
AN BERNARDINO COUNTY is the larg- 
est political division of its class in the 
United States. Its area, comprising over 
mm 20,000 square miles, exceeds that of some 
of the smaller States. The greater por- 
tion of this vast area consists of moun- 
= tain and desert, the mountain ranges 
* separating the Mojave and Colorado 
deserts from the fertile valleys in the southwestern por- 
tion of the country, as fair a land as the sun ever shone 
upon. The resources of the county are of infinite variety. 
The northern and eastern sections are rich in the precious 
And useful metals and minerals. Gold and silver min- 
ing is carried on extensively. In the, northeastern part 
of the county are the only turquoise mines yet discov- 
ered on the Pacific Coast. There are unlimiteed de- 
posits of some of the baser metals, particularly iron 
and copper. Soda is found in large quantities, and 
there is cnough salt in sight to supply the United 
States for a century. Along the Mojave River are 
the greatest borax mines in the country. Great beds 
of nitrates are being developed. .The county supplies 
building material of almost every description—marbdle, 
onyx, limestone, macadam, sandstone, granite, lime 
and lumber. Citrus and deciduous fruits are grown ex- 
tensively. Raisin culture constitutes an industry of im- 
pottance. At Chino is located the third largest beet- 
sugar factory in the wofid. . 


SAN BERBARDINO CITY. 


According to the census of 189, the city of San Ber- 
nardino had a population of 4012. This cimbraced only 
what was known as the “mile square.” In the 
"90's, the boundaries of the city were enlarged, taking 
in much new territory. The census of 1900 gave the 
city a population of 6150. This year 2091 voters were 
registered en the city precincts, and a conservative esti- 
mate places the present population at between 9000 and 
10,000, The past year has witnessed the surest progress 
and most substantial growth in the city's history. Not 
since boom days has there been such a demand for busi- 
ness and residence property, and values have steadily 
advanced in consequence... During the year, two mod- 
ern and commodious school ,buildings have deen 
erected at a cost exceeding $20,000. Several new busi- 
ness blocks have been built, and many of the old blocks 
have been extensively improved and enlarged. Plans 
muy deen accepted for the $25,000 Carnegie library 
biliding, on which work will soon commence. A large 
number of residences, ranging in cost from $1000 to 610, 
600, have been erected, or are now in course of con- 
struction, all over the city. 


RAILROAD PROGRESS. 

The opeaing of the San Bernardino Valley Traction 
Company's lines early in the year marked a new epoch 
in the business life of the city. The company is now 
operating a finely-equippéd line through the city, with 
branch lines to Colton and Urbita Springs. Work is 
well under way on another branch to Redlands. The 
value of property along these lines has materially ad- 
vanced, and trade generally has been siimulated to 
a marked degree. The Traction Company has erected 
an auxiliary steam-power plant on Lower E street, the 
machinery, which is of the most modern description, 
having only recently been installed. The company has, 

„ at the expense of thousands of dollars, transformed 
Urbita Springs, two miles south of the city, luto an 
attractive health and pleasure resort. Plans are prac- 
tically completed for establishing another park, pleasure 
resort and athietic grounds, on an extensive tract of 
land, owned by the company, a few miles southeast of 
the city, on the line of the new trolley road to Red- 
lands. The old motor road to Harlem Springs is being 
widened.to standard gauge and transformed into an 
electric road, which will be in operation by early spring. 
This road will be extended to Highland, and probably 
on to Redlands, by the foothill route. 


ENLARGED SHOPS. | 


Undoubtedly, the Santa Fé shops constitute the main- 
stay of the city, and the fact that t capacity of the 
railroad company's big plant here has been practically 
doubled during the past year is a subject of local in- 
terest and congratulation.

tion for the year 1902 was over a half-million dollars 
greater than the figures of last year. Today the prop- 
erty valuation of Redlands is placed at $12,000,000. 

‘There is no better evidence of the city's development 
than the fact that over three hundred new business 
blocks and residences were constructed within its ber- 
ders during the past year, at an esjimated cost of over 
$1,000,000. Among the more important structures has 
been the handsome new $50,000 postoffice biock—thre:- 
story stone and brick. Many business blocks have been 
materially increased in size. Three good, two-story 
brick blos are nearing completion, and many moce 
are in prospect, as soon as the architécts and contractors 
can get to them. ‘ 

Redlands is pre@éminently a city of churches. The 
finest is the new $35,000 Pirst Methodist, which i« sald 
to have a larger seating capacity than any. other 
church of this denomination in Southern California. By 
the gift of $20,000 from Mrs. Burrage, the wife of Mil- 
lionaire A. C. Burrage of Boston. Mass., the vestry of 
Trinity Episcopal Church has a beautiful $30,000 struc- 
ture in courre of construction. The Christian Church 
people have this year finished a neat house of worshin, 
while a substantial edifice was erected for the Spanish- 
American-speaking population, under the care of the 
Methodist denomination. The new residences are 
numerous. Dr. Charles Kendall. Adams., the noted edu- 
cator, had just completed a fine $10,000 residence on 
Palm avenue, a littie while before his death. Charles 
Gill, a wealthy Chicago merchant, erected a magnificen: 
$12,000 home on Elizabeth street. 

In the matter of school buildings, Redlands has this 
year made great strides. Absolute necessity compelled 
the erection of a fine, additional $15,000 building to ac- 
commodate the great increase in pupils in Lugonia dis- 
trict. An attractive Sloyd building was erected for 
the Kingsbury schools, and a beautiful site bas been 
purchased fcr a badly-needed new building in the Réd- 
lands district. Redlands’ ne $25,000 operahouse is to 
be a credit to it, and in keeping with the rest of the 
city. The site has been purchased, and work is in 
progress. A substantial, two-story brick fire hall has 
been procured, at a cost of $10,000. ‘ 

One of the new ventures has been the establishment of 
a marmalate factory here. It uses so-called “waste” 
products of Seuthern California, and it is canning orc- 
anges, grape fruit and blood-orange marmalades, and 
quince and fig jam. Redlands boasts twbd sanatoriums, 
which are superb in their surroandings and unsurpassed 
in their equipment. One is to the west of the city, lo- 
eated at Loma Linda, while the other is at Mentone, 
just northeast of the city.. A most excellent move- 
ment, known as “Trinity ttlement.” has been in- 
au¢urated curing the year, and it has been doirg « 
grand work in caring for the worthy poor sick who 
find themselves here, away from home and their rela- 
tives and friends. 

During the year just ending. the Redlands Street 
Railway Company has made extensive improvements, 
including the extension of lines and the adoption of 
air brakes. 

Much attention is paid to keeping the thoroughfares in 
excellent condition. For this purpose the sum of $50,600 
was voted during the past year, but owing to some 
technicalities in the law, the money has been tied up. 

Extensive sewer systema have been inaugurated on 
several of the principal streets, one piece of such work 
being over a mile in length. 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


The city is on the verge of becoming owner of its 
own waterworks, which are to be on a scale large 
enough to sustain the growing city for many years 
to come. 

The orange crop is one of the drawing cards for Red- 
lands. Last year over 1900 carloads of this fruit were 
consigned to the eastern markets, and the output this 
season is far superior in quality, and nearly as much 
in quantity. During the past year fully 400 acres of 
land have been planted to oranges in this locality. The 
condition of the country which surrounds Redlands has 
been improving at a rapid rate. In the mountain val- 
leys the growth of apples and cherries has aitracted 
widespread attention, as they are perfect in sige, color 
and flavor, and abundant in quantity. On the lower 
levels peaches, apricots, prunes and raisins are coming 
to be quite important products. Along the foothills and 
in the mountains have sprung up numerous bee ranches. 
All this country is tributary to Redlands, and adds much 
to her advantages. ; 

Crafton and Mentone are prosperous fruit-growing 
settiemenis adjacent to Redlands. A large ice factory 
is located between the two places, which uses electricity 
for its power. Mission, so named because here was es- 
tablished the first mission in the county by the Spanish 
fathers, in 1820, adjoing Redlands on the west, and is 
notable for its fine citrus and deciduous fruits, and its 
dairy interests. 


HIGHLAND 


The Highland district. including the adjacent terri- 
tory known as East Highlands and West Highlands, oc- 
cupies the northeastern portion of the San Bernardino 
Valley, being defined by the San Bernardino Mountains 
on the north, and by the Santa Ana River on the south. 
It is about seven miles in length by two in width. 
About one-half of this area is tillable, and is planted to 
oranges and lemons. It is farther from the coast with- 
out an intervening range of mountains than any other 
spot in California, the ocean being fifty miles to the 
southwest. The ajtitude rages from 1200 to 2000 feet, 
the entire Cistrict sloping to the south. This combina- 
tion of vonditions gives it immunity from scale in- 
sects; and Highland oranges, because of their bright- 
ness and sweetness, command the highest price in the 
eastern markets. output last year was 811 car 
loads. and the crop this year may reach 1000 carloads. 

The district is traversed by the Southern California 
Railway., the small loop of the famous “Kite-shaped 
track encircling the San Bernardino Valley. Two elec- 
tric roads are now being constructed to connect this 
pretty and prosperous rection with Redlands, San Ber- 
nardino and other neighboring towns. The district s 
provided with ample church and school buildings, and 
has a population of about 2000. 


Ontario is one of the most beautiful, most prosperous 
and most }rogressive towns in Southern California. In 
1900 the census population was over 2800. The popula- 
tion is now estimated at over 3000. During the year 
1902 about twenty-five new residences have been erected. 
The Baptist and the German Evangelical church builid- 
ings have been erected within’ the year, and the West- 
minster Presbyterian Church has just completed its 
main building. The Congregational Church has added

Among 
other new enterprises started in Ontario are the Pa- 

eific Furniture Company, which is shipping carioads of 
furniture to Los Angeles every week: the Shaw Pre- 
serve Company, and the Ontario Fertilizer Factory. 

Ontario tas not been lacking in public improvements, 
All of the principal streets have been graded and oiled, 
and are in the best of condition for travel. Cement 
sidewalks have been laid and streets curbed. * 

In addition to the 5000 acres of oranges and lemons, 
Ontario has 4000 acrés of deciduous-fruit orehard, di- 
rectly dependent on this city for a market, besides sev~ 
eral thousand acres of grapes in the vicinity of the 
town. : 

Until the spring of 1961, the only way which the local 
fruits could be handled was by drying. Owing to the 
fact that the output of frults of the colony was greatly 
extended, and realiging the necessity for opening «a 
market for deciduous fruits, R. K. Blackburn led «a. 
movement to imeorporate the Ontario Fruit Company. 
in April, 1901, the result of which was the buli in 
Ontario of one of the best-equipped canneries in the, 


State, the company being capitalized at $50,000, while 
the cost of the plant was $22,000. 

COLTON. 


The past year has witnessed the most substantial and 
steady growth in the history of this thriving town, Be- 
ing located on both the main and motor lines of the. 
Southern Pacific road, and the Orange branch of the Sau- 
ta Fé road, the town possesses exceptional transportation 
facilities, which have been added to during the past 
year by the building of the San Bernardino Valley Trag- 
tion Company's trolley road from San Bernardino, which 
is doing a big business between the two towns, Col- 
ton's Importance as a fruit center is steadily+ growing.. 
The shipments of oranges and lemons grown in the. 
immediate vicinity now approximate 400 carloads a year. 
A big flour mill is being erected by the Colton Milling 
Company, at an expense of $100,000. It will be one of 
the finest plants of the kind on the Coast. Machinery 
is being installed for a new planing miil, which win 
be turning cut finished bullding material within a few 
weeks. Marble is being extensively quarried from 
Slover Mountain, at the north side of which is located 
the plant of the Caliéernia Portland Cement Works, 
which constitutes the principal industry of the place.

RIALTO. 


Rialto, Cucamonga and Etiwanda, with Rochester, 
Bloomington and Declezville to the south, are situated 
from four to sixteen miles west of San Bernardino, 
in a section devoted largely to the growing of vine- 
yards and citrus fruits. The section is noted for the, 
exceptionally fine quality of its raisins. Several wineries 
are operated the year round. Rialto is becoming an 
important. fruit center. A new packing-house has been 
bullt during the year, and several hundred carloads of 
oranges und lemons will be shipped from there this 
season. At Declezville are located immense stone quar- 
ries, where stone is taken out in vast quantities for 
the San Pedro breakwater. Settlement and progress be+ 
tween Rialto and Cucamonga have been somewhat re- 
tarded by lock of water, but with the promised early 
completion of the Arrowhead Reservoir Company's 
water system, this whole section will be afforded ay 
ample supply of pure mountain water. | : 


Here is located one of the principal beet-sugar plants 
of the country. The past season's crop of beets ap- 
proximated ., tons. The factory paid to the beet 
farmers of the section during the season an aggregate 
amount of $500,000. Chino is located in the midst of a 
rich farming country. Dairying is carried on extensively, 
and deciduous fruits.and vegetables are grown on 4 
large scale.

A GREAT OIL REGION. 


ERN COUNTY sits like a sentinel at the gateway 
of Southern California. It is within her borders 
that nature has arranged a -wedding of the Coast 

Range and Sierra Nevada Mountains, forming a per- 

fect division line between the northern and southern 

portions of the State. : 

Prior to the spring of 1899, the history of Kern was sur- 
rounded with no more interesting features than other 
San Joaquin Valley counties, but when the discovery of 
oll was first made in the Kern River fields at that 
time, she leaped with a sudden bound into world-famed 
2 a attracting a wealthy class from all points of 
the ‘ 

Bakersfield, the county seat and metropolis, imme- 
diately felt the impulse of the new conditions. From 4 
comparatively sleepy country town, it soon became the 
center of large commercial dealings, and today there is 
hardiy a place in the interior of this State that has 
shown more genuine enterprise and mercantile develop- 
ment. 

During 1902 the building boom in Bakersfield has been 
something phenomenal, and sufficient to excite the ad- 
miration and wonder of all visitors. At the intersection 
of Chester avenue with the main line of the Southern 
Pacific, the Union Ice Company has just completed a 
plant costing $100,000; on the southwest corner of H and 


Nineteenth streets, the Producers’ Bank has finished a 
five-story edifice, costing $70,000, while diagonally across 
the street, on the northeast corner, the Oil Exchange 
buliding has been erected, at an expense of abopt $70,- 
000. The southeast corner of the same streets has been 
adorned with a $20,000 block by J. B. Berges, its owner. 
In addition to the above business structures, during 
1902 St. Paul's Church was completed at EBighteenth and 
I streets, at a cost of $15,000; Armory Hall, at northwest 
corner of Twentieth and H streets, $20,000; public school- 
house, at Twelfth and H streets, $13,000; besides numer- 
ous private residences, aggregating in value fully 8250, 
000. All of these buildings, especially those erected for 
business purposes, would do credit to any city, and 
when it is considered that further improvements are now 
well under way, having a total monetary value of not 
less than $200,000; that no less than fifteen blocks of 
bituminous pavement have been laid within the past 
year, at a cost of fully $60,000, besides expensive street 
improvements in other directions, it will be seen that 
Bakersfield, for its size, has no equal in the State as a 
promoter of substantial enterprises. Probably the most 
important building now in contemplation, is the one to 
be erected by the Eagles, at the northwest corner of 
Chester and Railroad avenues. It is proposed to ex- 
pend fully $75,000 for this purpose, and in addition to 
owning a home with pleasant surroundings, the fraternal 
order has planned to install a theater, modern in al! its 
appointments, within the walls of the proposed edifice.

STANDARD OIL COMPANY. 


Unquestionably the greatest undertaking in the county 
has been the extensive operations of the Standard On 
Company. Under the name of the Pacific Coast Oil Com- 
pany, it has erected sixty-five immense steel oil 
tanks, each with a storage capacity of .35,000 barrels, 
upon its holdings in the northeast quarter of section 
7, township 29 north, range 28 east, M. D. M., and in ad- 
dition, has nearly completed an eight-inch steel pipe 
line, fully 300 mi in length, and extending from its 
Kern River property to tide water at Point Richmond, 
on San Francisco Bay. 

It is difficult to estimate the total value of these im- 
provements, but enough is known to warrant the sug- 
gestion that they will approximate $2,500,000. The same 
corporation s also ddring the year erected three steel 
tanks at McKittrick, similur in size to those in the Kern 
River fields. 

As is well known, the Standard people have never been 
iw the habit of sending good dollars after bad ones, and 
the mere fact of the concern being so lavish in the 
matter of expenditure for substantial improvements of 
this sort, is the best evidence in the world that the 
great monopoly is satisfied with the permanency of the 
Kern county oll fields, and while present prices may 
geem somewhat discouraging, there is every reason for 
believing that the petroleum industry is on the eve of 
an awakening that may have a tendency to send prices 
to the highest point kuown in recent years.

ELECTRIC POWER. 


The greatest enterprises, by far, that have ever been 
inaugurated in Kern county, and the most far-reaching 
as to results to the whole southern portion df California, 
are the two enormous power plants, now in course of 
construction by the Kern River Power Company and the 
California Power and Development Company. The first 
of these is located some twenty. miles from Bakers- 
field and is for the purpose of furnishing electric power 
and lights to Los Angeles, Pasadena, Redlands, River- 
side and other cities and towns of Southern Californi.. 
The second is located at Kernville, thirty miles from 
Caliente station, on the Southern Pacific, and is for 
the purpose of furnishing power for the Huntington- 
Heliman system of electric street cars. A vast system 
of canals, fumes and tunnels is now being constructed 
for the purpose of conveying the water to a point 
where a fall can be obtained sufficient to generate the 
electric power desired. 

Both these plants represent investments running up 
into the millions. The last-named of these is the second 
largest of ite kind in the world, and is only rivaled by 
that of Niagara Falls. 

A smelter of 500 tons daily capacity is about te be 
erected at once by the Pacific Smelting Company, a 
corporation just organized, and composed of a nun- 
ber of prominent Californian and eastern capitalists* 

The Midiand-Pacific Railroad, from Bakersfield and the 
oll district to tidewater at Port Harford, is now consid- 
ered assured. This company, with its guaranteed rate

EU THEY GROW BEANS. 
ENTURA COUNTY, next-door neighbor to Los An- 
geles county on the northwest, is one of the best 
watered and most productive of the southern grou). 
in 1880 the county had a population of 5073; in 1890 it was 
10,071; in 1900 it had grown to 14,367. The population i» 
now estimated at 16,000. The principal city is Ventura, 
with a population now estimated at 3009. 

New buildings erected in Ventura city during the past 
year are as follows: E. M. Jones, residence, $6090; John 
Lagomarsin», residence, $6000; John Camarillo, tuo resi- 
dences, $3000 each: M. Clover, residence, $2000; W. II.

The Ventura wharf has been extended 200 feet, at a 
cost of $20,000. 

The Ventura Improvement Company has been incor- 
porated, with a capital stock of $20,000. The Cody pro)p- 
erty on Main street has been purchased. The frame 
building will be removed, and a large, two-sitery brick 
building erected. The second floor will be used by the 
I. O. O. F. Modern postoffice fixtures will be installed in 
the ground floor. 

During the year just past, the People’s Lumber Com- 
pany increased its capital stock from $80,000 to $200,000, 
and absorbed the property of the Ventura County Lumber 
Company. It is now one of the largest and strongest lum- 
ber companies in the State. 

The Ventura Mill and Lumber Company has opened 
yards in this city, and already commenced business. This 
new company has a capital stock of $25,000. 

An important feature to notice is the contract now 
being tulfilled by the Theodosia B. Shepherd Company. 
which has undertaken to put in shape the grounds of the 
Potter Hotel at Santa Barbara. The contract calls for 
over 20,000 begonia plants, 10,000 geranium plants, over 
1000 verbenas, palms and large quantities of other shrub.

OXNARD. 


This city, and valley tributary, are in a period of 
steady growth. Since the establishment of the 2000-ton 
factory of the American Beet Sugar Company at this 


one-half their old-time value. In spite of the fact that 
the past few seasons have not been very favorable, every 
ohe hereabouts has prospered. Oxnard has never had « 
boom gro vth. At present there is not the hurry in build 
ing that existed the first few years, and in consequence 
the structures are more substantial. This last year the 
Wineman Company erected a substantial brick, A. Levy 
put up a $20,000 bank building, John Schmidt, B. 8. Vir- 
den, G. A. Broughton and Leopold Cohn, brieh biocks, be- 
sides many frame stores and residences. les Lehmann 
and William Waterman erected two handsome mansions. 
The last year a Union High School was organized here, 
the Western Agricultural Contracting Company and the 
Japanese-American Mercantile Company, two large con- 
cerns, were floated, and A. Levy opened a bank. 

The factory made the longest run in its history, mak- 
ing 52,000,900 pounds of sugar, slicing 189,000 tons of beet=, 
and paying cut several million dollars for labor and sup- 
plies. Early planting of beets is being tried, and with 
the fair promise of a wet season, the coming campaign 
will probably be the most remarkable achievement in 
beet-sugar making in the world. 

The bean crop was fair, and farmers realized good 
money for this crop. Next year will be a heavy grain 
year, if there are late rains This was the first year of 
the Oxnard Walnut Growers’ Association, and, though 
not successful in every way, the members are hopeful for 
the future.

fy CCORDING to the last census of the 
Haye city of San Luis Obispo for the years 
: 1899 and 1900, that city was prac- 
tically at a standstill during the whole 
of that the total number of peo- 
ple varying only 100 from 3500 at any 
time. 

During the summer of 1941, with the 
runnig of through trains upon the Coast Line, the city 
began to advance rapidly. Since July 1, 1901, ever one 
hundred new residences and several brick business 
blocks have been constructed. The population has in- 
creaged rapidly within the past two years, and is now 
estimated at close to 1006. The registration for 1982 
in the city shows an increase of 399 over the total in 
1906. Eastern people are arriving daily, and no week 
passes without the letting of three or four contracts 
for the construction of new houses. 

It is estimated that $173,000 has been expended during 
the past year and a half for buildings. ng the year 
the Southern Pacific enlarged and doubled the capacity 
of its roundhouse, increasing the number of men em- 
pioyed at this point from 137 to 217. 

The progress of the city along other lines has been 
marked. The old gas company was reorganized by Los 
Angeles capitalists, and a thorough system has been 
put in all over the city, and most of the residence houses 
are now using gas for heating purposes. The electric 
hight company, during the past three months, has been 
compelled to enlarge its plant, and ie now giving the 
eity an all-night service.

POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL. 

On November 29, 1902, the board of trustees of the 
California Polytechnic School let the contract for the 
constriction of the first bulidings of the institution. A 
dormitory and a recitation bullding will both be con- 
structed under the present contracts at a cost of $40,0°°%. 
This school was established by an act of the Legislature 
in 1901. It te expected that the school will be opened 
about July 1, 1903. Its purpose is to provide education 
along practical lines in the trades, as well as in dairy- 
ing, farming, etc. The school is located on a tract of 280 
acres within half a mile of the city limite. 

Plans are now being made for the construction of an 
trie railroad between San Luis Obispo and Avila 
Death, passing by Sycamore Springs. The springs were 
recently sold to A. M. Smith, a Minneapolis capitatiat, 
and in January he will commence the construction of a 
tig hotel at the resort.

INGS COUNTY, the last created in the domain of 

K California, has had a remarkable career. Organ- 

ized in 1893, without a public building within its 

borders, it is today one of the most prosperous counties 

of the State, with every public coavenience provided for 

the transection of county business, a low tax rate, and 

a population of thriving people located where water is 

abundant and sol is unsurpassed. The county has ac- 

gjubred its present public needs without running into 

debt to any extent worthy of mention. The county has 

a population now of 10,600, and there is scarcely an indi- 

gent among them. The assessed valuation of the county 

is $7,500,900, which means that the total real value is 

abput $12,590,000, or an average of $5000 to each t the 
200 families in‘the county. 

e past year has Witnessed many improvements 

throughout the county. The rural districtsrare filling up 

with new houres and farm appurtenances; better roads 

ure being built; irrigating facilities improved; telephone 

„ Unes extended, and there is a prosperous atmosphere 

every where. 

The dairy and stock interests have taken great strides, 
and ¢reamery stations have been established in many 
country districts. In 1901 the dairymen produced $175,000 
Worth of milk, which was manufactured into butter and 
cheese, and the product is more than doubled in 1902. 
During the year fully 9000 cartoads of live stock ‘have 
heen shipped to market from this county. The season 


the product for export for the year has been as follows: 
Green grapes, shipped and made into wine and brandy, 
70,000,000 pounds; raisins, 12,000,000 pounds; dried fruits, 
including apricots, peaches, pears, nectarines, prunes, 
15,000,000 pounds. 

The building done in Hanford, the county seat, das 
been prin ipally in the line of residences, and the esti- 
mated increase in population of the city, which is the 
county seat, is 300, giving Hanford a present population 
of 3500 people. There have been added to the city during 
the year several handsome brick blocks. There has been 
an extension of the municipal water system, a com- 
pleted municipal sewer system of the septic-tank plan. 
and a sewer farm of 166 acres. The capacity of the 
winery located here bas been greatly increased, and 
there ie now under way a large ice and = cold-siorage 
plant, to be built dy local capital. A company is also 
formed for establishing a large gas plant in the city, and 
a franchi+e has already- been secured. The company 
will use crude of! from Kern and Coalinga for the mak- 
ing of gas. 

At the Ry of Lemoore a winery was built this season, 
and it has done a targe business, neanvfacturing 6000 
tons of green grapes inte brandy and wine. 

There le a constant immigration into thie county of 
eastern people whe have means to invest and improve. 
The opportunities are excellent for genera) farming, and 
the vast territory of excellent land which has been re- 
claimed by levee districts in the Tulare Lake bottom ai- 
‘fords room for thousands of land-seekers. Those who 
have experimented with the land in that part of the 
county have teen most successful, and there are now ho 
doubts to be entertained as to the adapiability of thet 
locality for alfalfa raising and dairying. Water and 
natural cs are both secured. in abundance there by 
artesian wells, and ditch irrigation will soon be brought 
in to assist the flowing wells and pumps. 

Lands in the more improved districts situated near 
Hanford ire not on the market, as the owners find 
the land too profitable for their own use. Many instances 
are known this season where raisin vineyards returns 
the owners $125 net per acre, and some as bigh as $200 
per acre. There is plenty of cheap, unimproved land. 
however, expecially suitable for dairying and stock-rais- 
ing. that can be secured. -

| T WAS in the year 1873, only twenty-four years ag”. 


that the hon horse found its way into the fertile val- 
ley, and Fort Millerton, the oid county seat, was l 
‘tertead en marse for the little settlement twenty-five 
miles farther down on the plains, where the Central Pa- 
cific passed. This was Fresno, a clump of wooden shan- 
ties, a few saloons, and a liberal scattering of livery 
stables. Today, two dosen years later, the town has a 
population «f over 20,000 souls, which shows an increare 
ever the census of 1900 of almost 2000. 


New buildings have gone up in the past year, within 
the limits of the city, to the number of 185, and the real 
estate offices and agents are daily overrun with ‘e- 
mands for homes at almost any price. Notable among 
these are the new Perteosus building on Fresno street. 
a handsewe two-story brick struct@re, accommodating 
on the street level six large stores, and above these 
eighty rooms for office use. The cost of this bullding 
was about $26,000. 

There is thie new Burnett Sana um, second to none 
in the State for its size, an ornanient to the city, of 
colonial design, and of preesed-brick finish. It contain 
all of the latest and most improved appliances and con- 
veniences known to modern science. One of its features 
is the electric engine, with one of the largest X-ray 
machines in existence. Now in course of construction 
is the handsome Short building, which is to be a mod- 
ern, fireproof office building, and will prebably de 
finished by next summer. The new First Methodist 
Church is to be built of sandstone in the picturesque 
style of architecture of the old Spanish missions. The 
new St. John Catholic Church is resplendent with the 
beauties of Gothe architecture. Reborn carriage re- 
pository would be a credit to Market street in San 
Franciseo. The new bullding now being erected by the 
Fresno Morning Republican, containing its offices, print- 
ing, jobbing and stereotyping rooms on the first floor, 
will have offices for rent in the second story. Within 
another year Fresno will be in possession of a Federal 
building, of which the postmaster says: “The geverr- 
ment intends to erect a building which will. be in keep- 
| ing with the dignity cf the city, and will) be a credit to 
it. It is net only a postoffice which we want, bul a 
monumental structure containing Federal offices, court- 
rooms and all modern conveniences, two stories high, 
and in every way adequate to the demands of our ever- 
increasing prosperity, as they become more and more 
diversified with the rapid developmen: of the city... The 
cost of this bullding, which will be erected at the 0 r 
of Merced ond L streets, will be about $190,000.

The area of Fresno city is 2680 acres. lis streets cover 
a @istance of eighty-five miles, of which number there 
wert oiled during the year twenty-three miles, with good 
results. The oiling of the streets is being taken up ia 
earnest by the Street Superintendent, and within the 
next few months he intends to have all of th: principal 
thoroughfares treated to the new processes. The number 
of blocks which were graded and curbed in 102 is 
eighteen, and the number of blocks bitum/nous-paved s 
twenty-seven. There were ninety-eight blocks of de- 
walk cemented, of which number sixty-eight were con- 
structed entirely new during the year. A new main 
sewer was constructed in 1907, at a cost of $15,000, and 
neut year there will de added to it a new intercepting 
sewer, costing $25,000, and a septic tank, at a coat of 
$30,000. The new main sewer has a length of 14,350 
linear feet. making the entire sewerage of the city,” at 
present, both main and lateral, a distance of thirty-nine 
miles. 

A new crematery bas been erected at a cost of $2594, 
with recent additions. 

Three new eight-room schoolhouses are in course of 
construction, and will be finished at the beginning of the 
next term. 


IN HORTICULTURAL LINES. 
The year just finished has been the banner year of 


the great raisin-growing industry, which is the main 


source of wealth to the county. In the five years of en- 
jstence of the California Raisin Growers’ Association 
the prosperity has never equaled the present. These 
figures will tend to show also te proportion of the part 
of the raisin crop of the State which is grown in Fresne 
county, to the entire crop. 

The estimated raisin crop of the State for the year 
just ended is 4700 carleads of ten tons each. Of this num- 
ber 4200 cars are under the control of the California 
Raisin Growers’ Association. The number of car 
shipped by this concern so far is 3264, and the amount 
of money paid the growers up to date is $2,483,000. The 
price of raisins ranges from 3 and & to 4 cents. It is 
fairly correct to say that fully five-sevenths of We en 
tire crop of the State is grown in this county. 

The two great lumber companies which have their 
headquarters in this city, and draw their material from 
th's county. have shipped this year, approximately, 29.— 
000,000 feet each. 

The total taxes paid for the last fiscal year in the 
county, including schoo! taxes, is $308,102, against $195,056 
for the previous year. The rate of taxation inside of 
the city has teen reduced from 3.15 to 3.10%, and for 
the outside country from 1.75 to 1.8. 

The Calimyrna, fig, which has been cultivated after 
much hard work by G. C. Reeding,.and-is now being 
shipped Bast, and is rapidly taking the place of thé m- 
ported fruit, is becoming farhous the world over. Its 
shipment for last year amounted to about sixteen tna, 
This year thirty-five tons have aiready been shipped. 

The total value of real estate has increased $2,306,754.

The Globe Electric Light and Power Company has 
just closed a deal with Bursell 4 Henry, whereby the 
company becomes the owner of 160 acres on Tule River. 
An up-to-date electric power-house will be erected and 
equipped t once. The town cf Glebe is thirty-nine miles 
from Visalia. It is the intention of this company to 
connect Visalia and Globe with an electric car line. and 
then extend the line eastward to Summer Home. one of 
the most desirable summer resorts in the mountains of 
this county. This company willl also become a com- 
petitor for the business of furnishing power and light 
to the eiten towns and ranches of Tulare county, and 
within a year it is predicted that the rates for light 
and power will be about half the prevailing rate. Here- 
tofore the Mt. Whitney Electric Light and Power Com- 
pany has operated in Tulare county without competi- 
tion, and so satisfactory has been the relations of the 
company with the consumers that there has never 
been a protest.

HAT is usually réferred to as Southern 
California was formerly understood to 
include the seven southern counties of the 
State. Of late. The Times has embraced 
under this head a Greater Southern Call- 
I he fornia, including the thirteen counties of 
* Los Angeles, range, San Bernardino, 
‘Riverside, San Diego, Leatura, Santa 
Barbara, San Lule Obiepo, Kern, Inyo, 
Tulare, Kings and Fresno. These counties have much in 
common, all being interested in the important question of 
irrigation, and all of them acknowleige Los Angeles as 
the commercial leader. 


Area and Popelation. 

The area of these thirteen counties is 73438 square 
miles, or almost exact!y one-half the area of the State. 
The population of the counties, according to the censys 
of 1900, was 7,813, or u per cent. of the population 
of the State This is onty five persons to the square 
mile. Belgium has a population of % to the square 
mile, The area of Southern California te nearly twice 
that of Ohio. The populations of the cities mentioned 
belaw are according to the census of 1960. Since then 
there has, in many cases, been a large increate. 


General Features. 


The surface of Southern California ts much broken 
up, consisting of mountains. foothilis, valley. and mesa, 
or table lands. From the northeast to southwest runs 
a Ppine-clad mountain range, knoun respectively as the 
San Bernardino Range. the Sierra Madre and the Sierra 
Nevada. Some of these mountains attain an elevation 
of over 12,000 feet; Mt. Whitney. In Tulare county, be- 
ing over 15,000 feet in height. The higher mountains 
are snow-capped in winter From seutheast to north- 
west, parallel to the coast, and reaching as far south as 
Les Angeles. is a lower coast range of mountains. 
South of Los Ange es the valleys open out to the sea, 
admitting the ocea, breeze. Between these mountains 
are numerous smaller ranges. among which are fertile | 
valleys. The cone line, following the sinuvesities. is 
over 500 miles in iength. OF the coast, at distances 
of thirty to fifty miles, are half a degen islands. sev- 
eral of which are of considerable «ze. In the southeast 
corner are the two great deserts of the Masse and 
Colorado. Some portions of the latter are * sea 
level. Great reclamation work ie here under way, by 
means of irrigation." 


Climate. 


A great variety of cJimate may be found in California 
at all seasons of the rear. On the coast it le cool in 
summer, with occas/onal fogs at night. a climate that 
is soothing to the nervous. Farther inland it becomes 
warmer, and tn places decidedly hot at times, though, 


yet been utilized. Tin has been mined in Riverside 
county. and a deposit was recently located in Orange 
county. Borax is shipped in large quantities. Many 
other minerals are known to exist in Southera Catifor- 
nia, but the deposits have not yet been developed. in 
Southern California mining operations may be conducted 
the year round with comfort. 


Petroleum. 


Petroleum is now one of the leading products of South- 
ern California, The leading petroleum fields are in the 
counties of Los Angeles, Orange, Kern, Ventura, Fresno 
and Santa Barbara. The oll is of low gravity, making 
a first-class fuel, for which purpose t is chiefly utjlised 
bs factories and raliroads. There are re- 
fineries which manufacture lubricating asphaltum, 
and other products. There are also large and valuable 
deposits of natural asphaltum or bituminous rock. 


Transportation Facilities. 

There are three transcontinental lines of railroad, the 
Santa Fé. the Southern Pacific, via Ogden, and the Sun- 
set route of the Southern Pacific. To these will shortly 
be added che or two more direct lines, by way of Salt 
Lake City. Work has already advanced on the San 
Pedro and Salt Lake Railway, mear Los Angeles. The 
Southern Pacific also has a coast line of railroad de- 
tween Los Angeles and San Francisco, and the Santa 
Fé from Les Angeles to San Diego. There are, in ad- 
dition. a number ef shorter lines and several ‘suburban 
electric lines. Work upon a system of 500 miles of sub- 
urban electric. rallroad, reaching out in ail directions, 
hes comrwenced. 


Los Angeles County. 


Area, 3889 square miles: population, 176,298. High 
mountain ranges tn the north, fertile plains sloping te 
the sea lu the south, and between them foothills, where 
choice citrus fruits are rated. The chief industries are 
heri'cclture, dairying, manufacturing and petroleum. 
Chief cities and towns are: Los Angeles (population 
162.4798) the commercial metropolis of Southern Call- 
\fornia and the Southwest, railroad center and modern 
American city, with fine public buildings, business blocks 
and beautiful residences. Over 200 miles of graded and 
graveled streets, and over twenty miles of paved streets, 
Lizhted by electricity. More than 170 miles of electric 
railroad track. Does a large and increasing business with

‘owtng to the dry atmosphere, a temperature of 100 deg. 
‘here is less oppressive than % deg. on the Atlantic 
Cast. Then, as the mountains are climbed, cool, 
‘ing air is again encountered. On a winter's day the 
traveler may breakfast by the seashore, after a dip 


in the ocean, lunch amid the orange gfoves, and dine 


to suit everyone. There is no winter and summer in 
the lowlands. They are represented by the wet and 
dry seasons, the former lasting. in average years, from 
November to March There will be a day or two of 
rain, and then weeks of bright sunshine. The begin- 
ning of the rains marks the birth of spring in Southern 
Cahfornia, when nature transforms the somber hue of 
the hills and plain Into a mantle of vivid green, fol- 
lowed by a wealth of wild flowers. Within thirty miles 
of the coast the summer heat is pleasantiy tempered by 
the ocean breeze. Here the n'ght® are always cool. Even 
farther Inland. where. the thermometer in summer some- 
times reaches 110 deg... sunstrokes are unknown, owing to 
the dryness of the atmogphere. and work proceeds as 
usual in the harvest fle'ds. The dry, invigorating air of 
the mountain regions ts specially beneficial to those ak- 
flicted with tung trouble. The average rainfa.! of the 
season at Los Angeles is 17 inches. On the desert it is 
Jess, in the mouteins, more. On, the coast, south of Santa 
Barbara, there is not more than 16 deg. difference de- 
tween the average temperatures of January and July. 


Soil and Products. “ 


Like the surface of the lend, and the climate, the soll 
of Southern ‘allfornia varies greatly. Within the limits 
of a quarter section of land may be found several varie- 
ties of soll, ranging from heavy, black adobe to the 
lightest of sandy loam. The heavy sol) is usually de- 
voted to grain, and the light soll to frult growing. Al- 
most €very product raised in the temperate and semi 
roten regions may be successfuly grown here. The 
chief products of the soll are oranges, lemons, olives, 
Walmuts, apricots, peaches, prunes, grapes (for raising, 
wine. end the table.) berries, wheat, barley. corn, alfaifa, 
heans, sugar beets and celery. Shipments of citrus 
frulis last season amounted to about 26,000 carloads, 
Much of the deciduous fru't is dried, canned and crys- 
talliged. Winter vegetables are shipped to the North 
and East. Much wine and brandy ts made. There are 


Honey is shipped East by the 
trainioad. Large quantities of eggs are «till imported. 
The Pacific Ocean About is in fish. Sardines, mackerel 
and crawfish are canned on a limited scale. 
Irrigation. 

The most valuable horticultural products of Southern 
California, including citrus fruits, are raised on irri- 
gated land. The water is derived from reservoirs in 
the mountains, from artesian weils, and from more 
shallow wells, that are pumped with a gasoline engine, 
wind or electric power. A vast amount of underground 
water has been developed in unexpected places during 
the past few years. The water is sometimes sold out- 
right with the land, at other times the land owner buys 
it from a water company. Land with water will bring 
$200 or more an acre. while adjoining land, of the same 
kind, without water, cannot be sold for one-tenth of 
that price. 


Mineral Wealth, 


There are valuable gold deposits in the southeastern 
portion of Southern California. The chief producing 
district is that of Randsburg, in Kern county. There 
are large and valuable deposits of granite, sandstone 


and marble. which have been developed to a limited 
extent, Iron ore exists im large quantities, bul bas not. 


Orange County. | 

Area. 786 square miles; population, 19,694. A county 
in which intense culture may be seen. There are miles 
continuous orchard around the county seat. Large 
quantities of oranges and walnuts are raised. Near the 
coast are peatiands, from which celery Is shipped East 
by the traintoad. There are profitable oi} wells in the 
foothills. Principal cities and towns: Santa Ana, the 
county seat (population 4933) a handsome little modern 
city. surrounded by orchards and suburban homes, with 
good roads: Orange and Tustin, which form, practically, 
one city with Santa Ana; Anaheim, settied Germans 
from San Francisco, under the codperative plan, nearly 
fifty years ago: Newport, on the seacoast, conhected 
with Santa Ana by rail: Los Alamitos, the site of a 
large beet-suger factory. Westminster, in the peatiands, 
where celery and other vegetables are raised, and Ful- 
lerton, in.a rich horticultura! section, with profitable 
oll wells, At La Mirada are large and “dDeautifully- 
improved orchard treets, belonging to Chicago mi- 
lionaires. The great San Joaquin ranch, of 100,000 acres, 
in the eastern part of the county, is Aim devoted to 
grain. 


San Bernardine County. 


Area. 20,08 equare miles; ‘population, 27.925. One of 
the largest counties in the United States. The greater 
part of it consists of portions of the Mojave and Colo- 
rado deserts, on which reclamation. work has commenced, 
by means of irrigation. There are also high mountains. 
The southwestern portion is fertile and highly preduc- 
tive under irrigation, raising the finest citrus fruits. 
There are valuable gold deposits Principal citigs and 
towns: San Bernardino, the county seat (population 
6134.) founded by Mormons in the middie oft. last 
century: site of the Santa Fe machine shops. Redlands 
(population 4797.) a handsome modern city, beautifully 
located in the foothills, facing mountains snow-capped 
in winter. In this section the choicest oranges are raised. 
Colton, a ratiroed junction, with a fruit cannery. On- 
tario. located amid and lemon groves, and noted 
for ite beautiful Euclid avenue. Hear Valley, in the 
mountains, (Contains a lake from which water is drawn 
for irrigation for the valleys below. 

Riverside County. 

Area. 7004 square miles; poulation, 15,897. Created 
about eight years ago from portions of San Bernardino 
and San Diego counties. The eastern part of the county 
is a portion of the Colorado Desert, the settlements be- 
ing in the weet. Principal cities and towns: Riverside, 
the county seat (population 7973.) founded abeut thirty 
years ago as an orange-growing colony, on what was 
then the arid waste, now ships several thousand carloads 
of oranges every year, and boasts of being the richest 
city in the United State: in proportion to population. 
Noted for its miles of beautiful, shaded avenues, A 
handsome. modern city. Corona, formerly known as 
South Riverside, is alse a citrus-frult-growing center. 
Around Perris, Menifee and Murrieta much grain is 
raised. At Elsinore there are a lake and hot Spring. 
Near Indio, on the Colorado Desert, artesian water has 
been developed. Melons and early grapes are now raised 
there for the eastern market. 


San Diego County. 


Area, 8400 square miles; population. 35,090. The most 
southerly county in the State, extending from the ocean 
to the Colorado Desert, and in elevation from 250 feet 
below sea level (on the Colorado Desert) to 10,987 above, 
thus affordi a great variety ef climate and produc- 
tions. Fine lemons are raised near the coast. In the 
mountains are valuable mines of gold and siiver. On 
the Colorado Desert, near Yuma, a great irrigation en-

ter prise is under way, under the name of Imperial 
Settlements.” Principal cities and towns: San Diego 
(population 17,700.) the county seat, has a commanding 
location on one of the finest natural harbors of the 
world. Enjoys an exceedingly equable climate. Across 
the bay is Coronado, a favorite resort, with a big hotet. 
Julian, in the mountains, at an elevation of 4260 feet, 
has gold and silver mines, and produces fine apples. 
Oceanside, on the coast, a seaside resort, with a produc- 
tive back country. Escondido and Fallbrook are agri- 
cultural settlements in the Coast 


Ventura County. 


Area, 184 square miles: popolation, 14,367. A rough 
and mountainous county, with some fertile valleys be- 
tween. Apricots and lima beans are specialties. Fine 
lemons are raised. Much petroleum is produced. Prin- 
cipal cities and towns: San Buenaventura, the county 
seat (population 2470.) picturesquely located on the coast. 
It has a considerable shipping business. Santa Paula, 
headquarters of the petroleum industry, with a refinery. 
Asphaitum is also shipped, and there are large lemon 
grovet, Oxnard is a flourishing litth city which has 
been built up around the big beet-sugar factory of the 
Oxnards. Hugneme, on thse coast, an important shipping 
point, with @ wharf and large warehouse. Filimore, an 
irrigated horticultural settlement. Piru, in the moun- 
tains, amid ol! wells and erchards. Nordhef, a pic- 
turesque mountain settiement in the beautiful — — 
Valley, Off tite coast are the islands of Saa N 
and Anacapa. 


Santa Barbara County. 


Area. 24 square miles; population, 164,534. Has a long 
coast line, The interior consists mainly of rugged moun- 
tain ranges, “used for grazing. with fertile valleys be- 
tween. narrow strip along the south coast has 4 

ightfu) climate, where tropical vegetation flourishes. 

@ principal products of the county are lemons, aspha)- 
tum. sheep and beans. Principal cities and towns: Santa 
Barbary (population 6587,) charmingly located at the 
foot of the mountains, ww the calm waters of the 
Santa Barbara Channel, a favorite winter resort for 
world tourists, A fine bovlevard on the ocean front. 
There is an interesting, old mission, in good repair. 
Summerland, on the ccast, near Santa Barbara, has oil 
wells, operating on wharves below low tide. Santa 
Maria, in the valley of tha name, is surrounded by 
erchards and fields of sugar beets. Lompoc, in the 
northern part of the county, raises beans, mustard and 
apples. Off the coast le a group of islands, on which 
large numbers of sheep Bre raised. . 


San Luis Obispe County. 


Area, 3500 equare miles; populat 4,437.. A moun- 
taineus county. with a coast line ty miles long, and 
five shipping points, where steamers cali at regular n- 
tervals. The chief. indpstry is dairying. Farming and 
fruit growing are increas in importance. This count 
is now on the coast line of the Southern Pacific Raliroa 
and should make fapid advance. Chief cities and towns: 
San Luis Obispo, the county Seat (population, 3021.) in 
a pleasant valley, surrounded by picturesque mountains: 


San Miguel, Templeton and Pese Rebles, noted for its 
hot sulphur springs. 
Area, 8159 re miles; popalaiion,. 14480. Adjoins 


Los Angeles county on the north. The west third of the 
county is a part ot the San Joaquin Valley, and the 
rest is made up of the Slerra Nevada and Coast Range 
of mountains, and part. of the Mojave Desert. Has 700 
miles of main and branch irrigating canals. 
taking water from the Sen. Joaquih River,. which 
supply immense fields of alfaifa. vineyards and 
orchards. There is also a great artesian belt. Large 
quantities of petroleum are produced. In the mountains 
are rich gold mines. Principal cities and towns: Bakers- 
field (population 4836.) a busy town, which has made 
rapid growth since the development of petroleum. De- 
lano is in the heart of a good farming county: Rands- 
burg. near the line of Los Angeles county, ix a flourish- 


ing gold-mining camp. Other, maler ns are Sum- 
ner. Mojave, ‘Tehachepl, Caliente, Kern and Glenn- 
ville. 

Inyo County. 


Area, 10,22 dune miles; pobulation, 4377. On the 
east of the main ridge of the Sierra Nevada. Although 
the third largest county in the State, it has been little 
developed, owing to lack ot transportation facilities. It 
is a mining district. containing some good agricultural 
land in the valleys, much of which ig still owned by 
the government. Most of the farming is around Owen's 
Lake, the third largest bedy of water in the State. 
On the western boundary line ia Mt. Whitney, the high- 
est mountain in the United States outside of Alaska. 
Conenunication is at present by way of San Francisco 
and Carson, Nev. It is hoped that a direct raliread will 
seon be built to San Francisco. Independence is the 
county seat. It Ms a number of good buildings. Bishep 
Crees, near the northern line of the county, is in a good 
farming section. Near by are large despesits of borax. 
Tulere County. 

Area, 4935 square’ miles; population, 18,3355. Half the 
area is in the San Joaquin Valley, the rest rising gradu- 
ally from the foothilis to- tbe lefty Sierra, above which 
towers Mt. Whitney. Grain and stock are the chief in- 
dustries. Of late large areas have been planted to fruit 
and vines. There is a strip in the foothills where citrus 
fruits are successfully raised on a commercial Scale. 
The most important artesian-well district of the State is 
in this county. The chief.towns are Visalia, the county 
seat (population 3085,) Tulare (population . Lemoore, 
Traver and Porterville. 


Kings County. . 


Area, 1257 square miles population, 9891. A small 
county, created regently between Tulare and Fresno 
counties, on the line of the San Joaquin Valley Raliroad. 
In it is Tulare Lake, formerly a large body of water. 
which has gradually decreased in area. The principal 
nde is Hanford, in the heart of a rich agricultural sec- 

Area, 599 square miles: population, 37,462. A county 
larger than the State of Maine, containing nearty 
2,500,000 acres of comparatively level Jand. Formerly de- 
voted to grain and grazing.

The institution was organized twenty-two years ago 
and the college and academy opened. in the succeeding 
years there followed, in order, the schools of medicine, 
music, art, dentistry and law. Already, the graduates of 
these colleges constitute an alumni body that the uni- 
versity and the city may well be proud of. Prof. T. N. 
Carver of Harvard University, a leading authority in 
economics, graduated from the college in 80. Several 
of the leading surgeons and specialists of thig city 
are alumni of the College of Medicine. A large number 
of young men could be named, prominent in business, 
politics, the sciences, arts and professions, who are sons 
of this alma mater. 

That the University of Southern.California is fast 
becoming an institution in which all the Interests of 
this part of the State, and especially of this city, can 
unite is shown by the general participation in the cam- 
paign now being made for increased endowment. It is 
a notable fact that the relatively large amount of do- 
nations received In the last few months, amounting al- 
ready to nearly $200,000, comes entirely from the local 
friends of higher education. Bequests from remote 
strangers, donations from distant philanthropists, did 
not Inspire nor consummate this magnificent achieve- 
ment. It represents the approbation and confidence of 
keen business men and thoughtful women, who. are in 
a position to know the institution, its needs, its merits 
and its prospects. The late Rev. A. M. Hough laid 
the corner-stone of the new future of the university by a 
gift of $25,000, and his noble wife started the second 
hundred thousand by an offer of $40,000; tut, with two 
or three exceptions, the remainder was given by a large 
number of benefactors, in sums of $1000 and under, rep- 
resenting a widespread confidence in the university. 
Unquestionably, ite future ie assured, and men who are 
profoundly interested in the development of Los An- 
geles will see to it that buildings and equipment are pro 
vided whereby the scientific, educational and moral W 
terests of this wonderful city may be conserved,

One of the most curious and interesting natura LJ 
products of California is mica. A large deposit of L 
the mineral has been known for nearly a quarter of | 2 
e century to exist on Piru Creek, in Vertura counts. 
but, owing to the lack of a market, it has not been 
worked. 

It ha’ now, however, become extremely valuable, from 
the fact that the amount of mica used in the United 
States has increased very largely. In every electric-light 
bulb there is a mica washer, mica being the only sum 
able insulating medium known. It is also used in stoves, 
lanterns and Wellsbach chimneys. The demand for sheet 
mica is greatly in excess of the supply. the only mica 
found in the United States at the present time coming 
from the mines of New Hampshire and North Carolina. 
The value of sheet mica depends on the size of the 
sheets. The following quotations are given by the 
Engineering and Mining Journal of New York: Sheet 
mica, 2x4 inches. 30 cents per pound; 3x3 inches, 80 
cents per pound; 3x4 inches, $1.50 per pound; 4x4 
inches, $2 per pound; 6x6 inches, $3 per pound.

PRODUCTION. 

Over 12,000,000 barrels of oll represents the estimated 
output of 1902, showing an increase of 3,500,000 bar- 
rels over that of 1901. The estimated value of the year’s 
production in its crude shape is over. $6,008,000. 

Withic the confines of the State are over 2500 pro- 
ducing wells, situated in fourteen different districts. 
Chief among the producers is the Kern River, which is 
credited with havinz turned out 7,000,000 barrels during 
the past twelve months. The Fullerton district, in Or- 
ange county, embracing the Fullerton. Puente. Brea 
Canon and Olinda fields, produced 1,250,000 barrils, while 
the output of Whittier was close to 750,000 barrels. The 
Los Angeles field added about 850,000 barrels to thé 
total. and McKittrick contributed about 500,000 barrels. 
Just how much oll was produced in the Sunset field can 


only be guessed, as almost the entire production was 


consumed by the refineries in that district. Conservative 
estimates place the total at 500,000 barrels, with a 
present possible output of 80,000 barrels a month. Coal- 
inga added almost 1,000,000 barrels, while Summerlan(, 
Santa Paula, Newhall, and Ventura jointly turned out 
considerably over 1,000,000 barrels. 

One of the new sections to assume importanc: dur- 
ing the year is the Santa Maria di:trict, which increased 
its production of 8000 barrels in 1901 to a possible 
monthly production of nearly 80,000 barrels. The Mid- 
way. which is not to be overlooked in the list of o“! 

„ has not yet assumed a position as a producer 
of importance, although development during the past 
year has proven up a large territory of future producing 
oli lands. 

If every well now existing in the State was pumped 
to its full capacity, 16,000,000 barrels would mark the 
limit of their output. Kern River is now capable of 
producing at the rate of 8,000,000 barrels a year, and 
the Fullerton district, which is next in line, is pow turn- 
ing out olf at the rate of 1,800,000 barrels a year. Me- 
Kittrick's possible monthly output is close to 85.000 bar- 
reis. Whittier has also increased its production in the 
past twelve months and is shipping oi] at the rate of 
85,000 barrels a month. :

CONSUMPTION. — 

Chief among the consumers of liquid oil are the rall- 
roads, refineries, electric light plants, gas plants, st am- 
ers and manufacturing establishments of various kinds. 
oil as fuel ven such a suecess on all the lines of 
the Southern” Railway that general orders were 
recently issued for the conversion of all the engincs into | 


oll burners, as soon as possible. Coal will be abandoned 
absolutely. and within a year the company will be on 
an oll basis solely. Nearly 150 engines are now burning 
oll. and when the balance have been converted, it is 
expected that the company will save $1,000,000 annually 
on its fuel bills. 

The Santa Fé Railway is also a heavy consumer of 
fuel oil. On the coast division alone the saving being 
made over the cost of coal is about $300,000 a year. 
With the steady increase in the number of locomotives 
equipped for oil burning, it is estimated during the com- 
ing year to secure an economy on that division of $500,- 
000. Recently this company ‘expended over $1,250,000 in 
the purchase of rn River oil property, and it would 
not be surprising if oil ultimately becomes the fuel of 
the entire system. 

It is an easy matter to figure why fuel oll has found 

_favor with these large consumers, when the immense 
saving is taken into consideration. As it requires on an 
vaverage 1000 gallons, or about twenty-four barrels. 
of oll for every 100 miles, compared with five tons of 


coal, the saving on that distance, by using liquid fuel.“ 


with oll at 50 cents a barrel, ranges from $16 to $20. 
Conservative estimates of the possible consumption of 
liquid fuel by these lines during the coming year placcs 
the total at between 8,000,000 and 9,000,000 barrels, or 
equal to the State's production in 1901. 
Tests by these companies not only prove that the oi! 
is more economical, but that is possesses other advan- 
tages over cither anthracite or bituminous coal. Be- 
sides reducing the wear and tear on tenders by reason 
of less weight carried on a single trip, it reduces the 
work of fire cleaning and handling of ashes at terminals. 
Crude oil has also met with marked success as fuel 
for marine boilers: Within the past year over 100 per- 
mits have been granted by the United States inspector 
steam boilers at Ban Francisco, and there are now 
boilers using oll. Numerous tests have demon- 
strated that increased’ speed is obtained by using oi] of 
almost a knot An hour, that it also results in great 
economy of labor. and increases immensely the comfort 
of the men employed in the stokehole. Steamers of the 
Oceanic Steamship Company are now being altered, and 
the Pacific Mail is also inquiring into the advisability of 
using oll on its steamers. Representatives of the United 
States Navy Department have reported favorably on the 
use of Callfornia off in marine boilers, experts 
have declared that the greater majority of the oils pru- 
duced in this State are absolutely safe, even safer than 
coal, for there is no danger of epontaneous combustion. 
The fact that insurance companies have not raised thelr 

rates on oil burning steamers speaks for itself. 


State, as against eleven in 1901. These refineries make 
asphalt, lubricants, distillates and coke. 
concern in operation is that of the Standard Ou Com- 
pany,at Point Richmond, which has a capac'ty of 2000 
barrels of of] a day. Similar establishments are io 
operation in various oil districts, the Los Angeles field 
boasting of. seven plants that are now capable of a 
production of 2500 tons of refined asphalt a month. The 
production of asphalt for the State-for 1902 will be fully 
40,000 tons, valued at from $12 to $16 a ton, with the 
present rate of output far in excess of that eure. The 
manufacturing of lubricants is a growing branch of the 
industry, as is the turning out of distillate, which 18 
finding great favor as a fuel. 

All branches of manufacturing have been greatly en- 
couraged by the low price of fuel oll, which has made 
possible the opening up of industries that have added 
greatly to the importance of the State. Cheap fuel 
means for California that it will become one of the 
greatest manufacturing sections in the nation. Not only 
has the West to be supplied with manufactured articles, 
but the Orient as well will become a great buyer. Pos- 
sibilitics in this direction are almost unlimited. 

Another important outlet for the crude oll during the 
past year has been in its applieation to streets, where it 
has been found eo satisfactory that in many instances 
the surface is hardly inferior to asphalt. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture recently sent a representative to the 
Coast to gather material for an exhaustive report he is 
preparing on the subject of oiled roads. The dusty-road 
nuisance is doomed to be a thing of the past in a few 
years. Not only is it being appl.ed on the county roads, 
where it is found 50 per cent. cheaper for sprinkling 
than water, but the railroads are also using large quan- 
titles of oll to lay the dust along their roadbeds, thus 
making travel more agreeable. 

In the mining districts of thern California and 
Arizona crude oil is being with success in smelt- 
ing fron ore, as in the past few months it has been 
demonstrated that it can be smelted in commercial 
quantities. | 

Large contracts have been closed with sugar plant- 
ers of the Hawaiian Islands, and during the coming year 
over 1,000,000 barrels will be shipped to that market. 


MARKET AND MARKETING. 

Instead of capped wells, and producers underbidding 
each other, caps have been removed and prices are 
steadily advancing in all the producing districts. A yeur 
ago Kern River oll was a drug on the market at 12 cents 
a barrel, and the fuel product of other districts slumped 
in proportion. Today the tone of affairs is distinctly 
encouraging. To be sure, most of the oll shipped is on 


Thirty-four refineries are now in operation in the 
The largest 


contracts, however, are being made at advanced prices, 
as fuel oil is now commanding from 50 to 100 per cent. 
more than it did twelve months ago. In the Kern River 
field oll is selling at 25 cents a barrel, but even at that 
figure producers refuse to enter into long time contracts, 
The genera! impression is that within a few months the 
oil of this territory will be commanding about 50 cents 
a barrel in the field. In the Los Angeles district oil 
has advanced from 35 cents to 65 cents a barrel, and is 
still on the move upward, Similar showlnugs are made la 
other fields. 

The product of the Fullerton fleld. which is the most 
important producer of light oil in the State, is ever in 
demand, and during the lowest ebb of the slump the 
best ol] brought $1.50 to $1.75 a barrel in the field. 
The Standard Oil Company has contracted for the bulk 
of this light oll and stands ready to take more than dou- 
ble the amount now produced. One well, a spouter, 
owned by a successful operator in Brea Cajon, has 
netted its owners” $142,000 in ten months. Light oils 
of the Ventura and Santa Paula fields have also com- 
manded good prices, when the heavier products of other 
fields were not casily disposed of. 

Today the consumption of oi] is fully equal to the 
output, and prospects are that within a few months the 
demand will be in excess of the supply. Estimates as 
to the probable ccnsumption of 1903 give a total of from 
18,000,000 to 20,000,000 ‘barrels. Of this amount the rail 
roads will consume at least 8,000,000 barrels; factories, 
street railways and other concerns of San Francisco 
will handle aimost 3,000,000 barrels. and the refineries 
dnd other consumers of the State and foreigo markets 
will require 9 000,000 barrels a: least. 


TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 

Immense sums have been expended during the past 
year in facilities for the handling and storing of oil. 
One of the most important improvements is the Stand- 
ard's pipe line from the Kern River oil district, in Kern 
county, to Point Richmond. on San Francisco Bay. a 
distance of 278 miles. This line. when completed, will 
be the longest pipe line in the world for the transporta- 
tion of cll. It will be capable of handling 10,000 barrels 
a day. It will cost the Standard nearlg 12.000 80. 
and it is expected that it will be in operation by Feb- 
ruary 1. 

‘Numerous otber pipe lines have been built during the 
year. Whittier d now connected with the Los Angeles 
market by a line owned and operated by the Union Oil 
Company. The Fullerton fleld now has two pipe lines to 
tide. water, and the wells of the Santa Maria field ia 
Santa Barbara county have similar connection. Con- 
cerns with large capital behind them have under con- 
sideration propositions for supplying other districts in 


beens State with facilities for the transportation of their 


product, and many of these will come to a head withia 
the next few months. 


There are over 1300 tank cars owned by the Southern 


Pacific, and Santa Fé railroads and the Standard Oi! 
Com y. and a few more by outside companies carry- 
ing oll in California. At least 2000 cars are needed for 
this bdsiness. In the State there are mili ns of barrels 
of tankage. and important additions ate being made. 
In the Kern River district alone the Standard bas a 


capacity of at least 6,000,000 barrels. Tanks are being 
constructed along the line of the Southern Pacific, and ia 
al the important fields there is largé storage capacity. 

With the supply and demand regulated, proper fac!l'- 
ties for the handling of the product and a market that 
shows an upward tendency. the industry begins the 
new year on a firm business baris.

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THERE -ARE CHANCES. 


I IT known that there are 
many attractive openings for 
the investment of capita! ir 


It is necessary, in the fret 
place, that the man who 
wishes to invest money in 
any enterprise in Southern 

Californ'a should have expe- 
rience; and, secondly, that he should have sufficient 
capital. This is as true here as in other sections of the 
United States. Again, the newcomer with a money-mak- 
Ing idea must not expect that he will be received by 
the community with a brass band and a banquet, and 
especially should be not expect to receive assistance in 
the shape of a subsidy. The subsidy idea is discouraged 
and discredited here, as it is in every other intelligent 
American community where the plan has been tried. 
If a manufacturing or other enterprise cannot be 
placed upon a self-supporting basis without a subsidy, 
then it is bound to meet with failure, sooner or later., 


“even though a subsidy should be granted. Southern 


Californians are always willing to give every reasonable 
and legitimate encouragement to new industries, but 
they draw the line at handing over a bonus, in the 
shape of a subsidy. ' 
Among the attractive openings for the investment of 
capital in Southern California just now is the purchase 
and subdivision of land for residence sites. This thing 
was worked to death during the boom of 1886-87, but 
since then there has been a period of steady develop- 


ment and growth, the city having doubled in popula- 


tion in the meanwhile. Buildings have been going up 
lately at the fate of over a million dollars a month, 
and home sites are in active demand. The main thing 
to observe in undertaking this class of investment is 


that, in order to make a success, the tract must be 


properly improved, with graded streets, sidewalks, etc. 
The old style of dividing up a tract of raw land, the 
streets 1 being merely marked with and 


seekers demand good improvements, and are will- 
pay for them. There are many outlying sections of tho 
city which offer good opportunities for this class ui v.- 
terprise to thoee who possess sufficient capital. 

Another field for enterprise in Southern Californ'a 
is in the development of water for irrigat'on. There 
is money to be made in this way. where land without 
water supply may be purchased for $10 an acre, and 
adjeining land, with water, is worth $200 an acre. Much 
has been done along this line during the past few years, 
but there is still ample room for further development 
Underground water is often found in the most unex 
pected places, and may be utilized] by pumping, with 
gasoline or distillate for fact. 


IN MANUFACTURING. 

In the line of manufacturing, there are ako may 
attractive openinzs in this section. Our manufacturers 
now enjoy the advantage of cheap fuel, in the shape of 
crude petrolcum. at a cost equivalent to less than {2 a 
ton for coal. Again, the mild climate of this section ob- 
viates the necessity of solid, expensive manufacturing 
buildings. Some of our manufacturing enterprises 
notably oll refineries—are carried on practically in the 
open air. In the space of a short article u would be 
impossible to enumerate the various branches of manu- 
facturing for which there is an opening here, but a 
few may be mentioned. 

There is a good opening for the manufacture of malie- 
able iron products, on a small scale. Such products 
cannot now be had here, and the lack of them is keenly 
felt. 


A first-class job carpentering plant is another long 
felt want.” So far as the writer is aware, there is 


not a single important establishment of this kind in 
the city where one may take a small job of odd car- 
pentering and have it done promptly, at a reasonable 
price. An establishment of this kind would need but 
smal] capital. 
A woollen factory should do well here, for the manu- 
facture of staple and fancy wool products. Twenty 
years ago there was a wool factory in operation in Los 
Angeles, which did a good business,

It is true that eggs are 
natural y scarce at this t me of year, but strictly fresh 
ess will probably average 25 conts a dean the year 
round, at which price there shou'd de a good profit 8 
the business. 

The raising of mushrooms is another Industry that has 
been much neglected in this section. It is suggested 
that for this purpose, instead of cellars, some of our 
old adobe houses might be utilized. 

In small farming—raising extra choice bert les, vege- 
tables, eggs. butter, ete.—there are good openings in 
the neighborhood of Los Angeles.

Just above the town—on the hill tops and on the east- 
ern slopes, are hundreds of great derricks, marking the 
location of the Whittier oj! fields, which are among the 
most important on the Pacific Coast, yielding thousands 
of barrels of a light gravity oil daily, while natural gas 
incessantly burns from wells in this same district. On 
the foothilis surrounding Whittier are orange and 
lemon groves; thousands of acreg in bearing, other 
thousands almost ready to yield a-revenue, and yet 
other orchards being planted. Below the citrus be:t— 
which is strongly marked—more by the topography than 
the eolis—the walnut and olive groves appear, and there 
are miles upon miles of them. Below these again are 
great Gelds of alfalfa, and barley, and diversified crops 
including vegetables; and then there are the meadows.

ered reservoirs. The water is drawn from these reser- 
voirs daily and refilled from the pumping stations, thus 
securing pure water, always fresh. 

As the land becomes occupied by settlers. new pump- 
ing plants are put in to supply the demand, for all pur- 
poses. That water may be secured in ample quantities 
from these wells has been fully demonstrated. Four 
companies are now taking water from wells along the 
Rio San Gabriel below the “Pico wells” which supply 
Whittier—the Los Nietos, Stanifer, Cate and Rincon. 
These latter companies distribute water to the walnut 
and olive groves, the vineyards, and the deciduous fruit 
orchards, along the mesas, and to the alfalfa and barley 
fields in the valley and to the homes of the mesa and 
valley people for themselves and their live stock. 


The reorganized mutual irrigating system, operating 
from the La Habra Valley, have the experience of the 
Colima, San Gertrudes and Evergreen systems operating 
in their vicinity to profit by, and the experiments of 
the older company they succeeded. Messrs. Stowell & 
Chaffer, whose phenomenal success in installing the 
Imperial irrigating canal system which bas reclaimed 
such great areas of arid lands in the Colorado River 
region, both in California and Mexico, by the waters 
taken from the Rio Colorado, have become interested 
in the Mutual Water Association in the La Habra Val- 
ley. and are preparing to greatly augment the supply 
by sinking more wells, both in the artesian belt and 
where pumping is necessary, and they will quadruple 
the twelve miles of cement conduits now used in con- 
ducting the waters to these new homes and ever in- 
creasing orchards, vineyards and ficlds of this region 
contiguous to Whittier. 

As before noted, the soils vary with the topography 
of the country, but all partake more or less of decom- 
posed and disintegrated silicates and granites, freely 
intermixed with decimated vegetable matter and min-

WATER FOR THE DESERT. 


ITH the development of irrigation in the 
wre Southwest, and as the magnitude of the 
irrigation enterprises undertaken by cap- 
italists and investors has increased, re- 
need attention has been devoted to the 
Colorado River, with reference to its utill- 
zation for irrigation. Until recently it 
has not been considered that this great 
am was extensively available for the purpose. The 
— of its cafions for hundreds of miles of its course 
makes it forever impossible that adjacent lands shall 
be irrigated; but careful explorations of that portion of 
the river lying between Nevada and the Gulf of Call- 
fornia have thrown new light upon the possibilities of 
the t desert regions adjacent to its lower courses. 
Only two years ago the Imperial | was opened 
for the improvement of a vast district, embracing about 
600,000 acres in San Diego county, Cal, while 
thousands of acres more may ultimately be reclaimed in 
Mexico, south of the Imperial district. The Algodon 
grant country also has recently been thrown open to 
settlement. and several canals are already levying for 
water upon the great river. A recent reconnolssance, 
also, by the United States Geological Survey has shown 
that it is possible to irrigate several hundred thousand 
acres of land between Needles and Yuma, by the con- 
struction of irrigation works no more extensive or im- 
2 than many of those which have been built by 
British and are now in operation on the Nile. 


The Colorado River, indeed, in many respects bears 
a striking resemblance to the Nile. Like the Nile. it 
rises in a distant mountainous country, its lower courses 
traverse a subtropical and nearly rainiess desert, and 
both rivers empty into great landlocked arms of the 
ocean at a little less than 32 deg. north latitude. Like 
the Nile, the Colorado has for long distances along its 
lower courses created a narrow ribbon of fertile soil in 
the midst of the desert through which it flows, and has 
deposited a great alluvial delta adjacent to its mouth. 
This delta, in the case of the Colorado, is chiefly Mex- 
jean territory. Like the great river of Egypt, the Colo- 
rado is subject-to an annual summer rise, sufficent to 
overfiow great areas of its border and delta lands. These 
high waters are rich in fertilizing sediments, are ex- 
ceptionally free from alkaline salts, and come at an 
opportune time for irrigation. Although the climatic 
conditions in winter are slightly more severe in the 
Colorado delta than in that of the Nile, yet these two 
pegions closely resemble each other agriculturally.

River, covering the period of a year, with reference to 
their value for irrigation. The results form a part of 
Bulletin 44, recently issued by the station, and are @ 
revelation as to the intrinsic value of this great stream 
for agricultural purposes. In the first place, the water 
supply which may in course of time be from 
this river is probably sufficient to irrigate all the land 
which is adjacent and available. The fragmentary data 
as fet available relating to the ameunt of water deliv- 
ered by the Colorado River indicate that this stream de- 
livers about 15,000,000 acre feet of water annually, suffi- 
cient to irrigate nearly 4,000,000 acres of land. Unlike the 
smalier-rivers of Southwest, the Colorado, because 
of its great length and its immense watershed, gives at 
all times a great stream of water, varying from a min- 
imum of about 4000 second feet in January to about 380. 
000 second feet in June, the larger supply being available 
during the warm season when growing crops most re- 


quire the water. 


FERTILIZING SILTS. 

Of special interest to the farmer are the fertilizing 
silts carried by this turbid stream. Analyses made 
during the year of observation show that the silts 
varied from a minimum of sixty-two parts of sediment 
in 100,000 of water during January to as much as 
374 parts during the great annual rise of the river in 
May and June.

FREE FROM ALKALI. 


But most of our irrigating streams are generous lit- 
erally to a fault, for they frequently become charged 
with alkaline ralts to such an extent that the lands 
irrigated by them are seriously injured thereby. For- 
tunately, however, the Colorado is an exception to this 
rule. At times of low water the river is observed to 
contain appreciable quantities of alkaline salts: but 
during the great annual rise, when the volume of the 
river is swelied by the melting snows eof Colorado, 
Wyoming and Utah, the fresh snow water results in a 
stream of remarkable rity, containing for weeks at & 
time, during May and June, as low as twenty-five parts 
of salt in 100,000 of water. The freshness of the Colo 
rado and the mildness of its salts are indeed fortunate 
compensations of nature, for the districts which will in 
future be irrigated from this supply are many of them 
quite alkaline, and will require to be flooded and 
drained of their noxious salts by just such a pure water 
supply as will be available. 

It is safe to say that the irrigable districts adjacent 
to the Colorado River will, when they are developed

The banks of Los Angeles have earned a well-deserved 
reputation for conservatism and solidity. Their reputa- 
tion for conservatism was acquired toward the end of 
the wild real estate boom of fifteen years ago, when, had 
N not for the wise and careful attitude of the 
leading there would inevitably have occurred a 
Gisastrous ¢rash through the bursting of the real estate 
bubble, whereas, owing to the attitude of the banks, 
the market was “let down easy.” the drop in prices be- 
ing gradual and bringing hardship only to individuals, 
with disasters to a few. The solidity of the local banks 
was strikingly shown during the panic of 1893, when 
banking institutions in other parts of the country were 
falling down like packs of cards. 

The Los Angeles National Bank, one of the best known 
of the banking concerns of Southern California, with a 
reputation extending far beyond the limits of the State, 
is almost as old as the Los Angeles Times, having been 
Organized in April, 1883—just before Los Angeles began 
its wonderful upward march—with what was then con- 
sidered the ample capital of $100,000. In May, 1836, the 
business of the bank had increased so largely that the 
Capital stock was increased to $300,000, and in January, 
1688, it was again increased to half a million dollars. 

George H. Bonebrake was the first president of the 
bank, which position he held until his death on Novem- 
ber 5. 1898, surviving by only a few weeks Felix C. 
Howes, who had been elected cashier at the organization 
ef the bank, and heid the position until his death on 
September 14, 1898. On the lith of October of the same 
year W. C. Patterson, a widely-known and respected mer- 
chant, who had been engaged in the produce commission 
business on Los Angeles street, and who had served two 
terms each as president of the Board of Trade and Cham- 
ber of Commerce, was elected cashier, which ition 
de held until the Sth of the following month, when the 
directors showed their confidence in him by electing him 
president of the bank, in piace of Maj. Bonebrake, a po- 
sition which he still holds, to the satisfaction, not only 
of the stockholders of the bank, but of all who have 
dealings with it, Mr. Patterson being recognized far and 
wide as a man who is not inclined to “whip the devil 
round the stump,” and whose word is as good as his 
bond. At the same time W. D. Woolwine, an urbane and 
popular gentieman, who had been connected with a local 
Gavings bank, was elected cashier in place of the late 
Mr. Howes. He still holds the position, and ably sec- 
ends the efforts of Mr. Patterson to make the Los An- 
geiles National Bank one of the most popular and pros-

POPCORN. 

W. H. Nehr moved to Inglewood six years with 
$200. He contracted for five acres of land at $150 per 
acee. and went to work. Two years afterward be put 
in five acres of popcorn. The next year he rented 
ground and put in twenty acres. The next year be 
put in forty-seven acres. and for the past year be had 
forty-eight acres of popcorn, which yielded fif:y tons- 
of shelled corn. The first crop he raired was hand 
gathered, and shelled with a small hand-sheller, and 


also a triple-acting cleaner of his own manufacture, 
which he attaches by means of a belt to his seller, 
the corn passing from the sheller into the cleaner, 
thence into the sack. The capacity of the entire ma- 
chine is 125 sacks per day. He also has nearly per- 
fected a corn husker, which will go through the field 
cutting, soappiug, busking. shelling and sacking «a 
row of corn as fast as a team will walk. He now owns 
twenty-five acres, upon which there are $3000 worth 
of improvements and $1500 worth of horses and ma- 
chinery. all of which bes has paid for. He aleo bas 
$500 paid on another piece of land and 3500 in the 
bank. Nearly all was made from popcorn. 


ORANGE SEEDS. 


Rufus Johnston of Alhambra several years ago found 
himself without capital. He obtained employment by 
the day. While at that work he rented a town lot, 
50x150 feet, for a nominal sum. On the lot he prepared 
a seed bed, and built a lath-house over it. Working 


at night he gathered oranges that had fallen from 
trees and extracted the seed for pianting. A year 
later he had sold 100.000 plants at 1 cent each, 
the tidy sum of $1000.

IN THE PEATLANDS. 
Henry Winters came to the peatiands of 

gounty fourteen years ago, with nothing. He bought 
twenty acres a little west of what is now known as 
Wintersburg, and started raising corn and potatces, 
both at the same time, from the same land. He also 
raised pumpkins. He afterward bought the present 
site of Wintersburg Station. He sent specimen products 
of his land to Chicago, and received from people who 
saw them there many letters of inquiry concerning 
the peatiands. A considerable number of those who 
sent inquiries were induced to come to the peatlands 
to live, and the settlement which grew up about where 
Winters had located was named after Mm. Mr. Win- 
ters donated the site for the station. He was one 
ef the founders of the celery industry in that vicinity. 
The celery crop has been a good one each year, ex- 
cept in 1901. Mr. Winters now owns sixty acres, less 
the station site. From fifteen acres of yellow celery 
he expects to get from the present crop $200 per acre 
net.

There has been nothing of a doom in all this. The 
demand for realty hes been based on the demand for 
houses and for places in whieh to do business.

It is a fact that many families in Los An- 
geles county not only make a good living on five acres, 
or even less, of irrigated land, carefully tilled, but also 
manage to lay something by every year for a rainy 
day. In such cases the farmer raises most of the food 

that are consumed by himself, his family and 
his stock. and always has something to tell when he 
comes to town. Ten acres are, in fact, about all that 
one man and his family can attend to, if worked to their 
full capacity, and as soon as a settler begins to hire 
help the profits decrease very rapidly. Fruit trees can 
be planted on the land, between them small fruits, and 
then, again, vegetables, until the trees become too 
large. Under such circumstances there is a constant 
succession of crops.

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N 4 Notable Feature of the Southern California Landscape | 
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A WONDERFUL TREE. 

NE of the most striking fea- 
tures of the landscape in 
Southern California is the 
eucalyptus tree, which is 
§ scarcely ever out of view, in

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a scediing eighteen months ago having attained a 
height of twenty-five feet, with a trunk at least five 
Inches in diameter. Its leafage is like that of a weep- 
ing willow, and it has a clean bark. 

About 150 varieties of the eucalyptus are known. Over 
fifty varieties may be seen growing at the Santa Mon- 
ica Station. Some of them have beautiful flowers, of 
various shades of red and yellow, and One has a per- 
fumed leaf, like the lemon verbena. The eucalyptus 
was first planted in California in 1858. At a moderate 
estimate, there are now over 10,000,000 trees in the 
State. The oldest trees in Los Angeles are probab'y 
those growing on Temple and adjacent streets, which 
were planted by Mesers. Beaudry and Potts, when they 
laid out their tract on the hills, about 1874. 


The eucalyptus is used for various purposcs in Aus- 
tralia, some varieties being utilized for furniture, while 
others are used to make a piling that resists the d«epreda- 
tions of the teredo. It was proposed, some years aco, to 
set out, a plantation of this variety of eucalyptus near 
Redondo. but the project did not materialize. The chief 
value of the eucalyptus in California is as a fuel. It 
may be cut down about four years from planting the 
seed, to a height of a couple of feet above the ground, 
when it quickly shoots up, and is ready to cut again 
after the same lapse of time. This makes it an ex- 
ceedingly useful tree for farmers, to grow where wood 
and coal are scarce and dear. Some years ago a num- 
ber of enthusiastic articles were published, showinz 
the great profit in raising eucalyptus trees for fuel. The 
fact is that around Los Angeles, at present, with fire 
wood at prices that have prevailed during the past 
few years, there is not much profit left. after paying 
the expense of felling the trees, cutting them into store 
wood, and hauling it to market. It is said that a fine 
variety of charcoal can be made from the wood, and 
this would, porhaps, be more profitable than seiling it 
for fire wood. } 

Another valuable property of the eucalyptus is the oil 
which it yields. This is contained in the leaves of all 
varieties of the eucalyptus, but much more in some than 
in others. In Southern California, from time to time. 
a little has been done in extracting and marketing eu 
calyptus oil from the blue gum, but there seems to- be 
room for more enterprise in this direction. The oil pos- 
sesses great qualities, and is regarded by na- 
tives of Australia as a specific for rheumatism and other

In a bulletin issued by the Division of Forestry of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, the writer 
refers as follows to a striking peculiarity of the eucalyp- 
tus family, which differentiates them from most other 
varieties of tree: 

“One etriking of the eucalyptus is the 
extraordinary differerce of the foliage, in both shape 
and color, of young and old irees. The leaves of the 
young blue gum, for instance, are cpposite, scasile or 
stemiees, rcundizh to. oral in shape, upon a sharply 
quadrangular stem. and a bright gendarme blue in 
color. The leaves on mature trees are scattered, long- 
stalked, csickle-chaped, on a round stem anda sat 
urated green in color. 

“The color of the new growth of the mature trees 
varies greatly in the different species. In the blue cum. 
E. globulus, the new growth is green with a yellow 
shading. often chang'ng to a red brown; in K. Rostrata, 
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red gum, it is a bright willow green; in E. Stewartiana exami 
it ts blue; in E. viminalis (manna gum.) and in k. posed to s 
corynocalyx (sugar gum.) it is red.

An excellent Way to 
see Los Angeles is to take a ride in the observation ca) 
of the electric railroad—‘Seeing Los Angeles Which 
makes a trip of twenty-five-miles through the prinbipal 
sections of the city twice a day, the journey occupying 
two hours. 

For those whose stay in Southern California must 
be limited to a week, the following trips are recom- 
mended: One of the seaside resorts, Pasadena, Holly- 
wood, the Kite-shaped track, Mt. 
bara and Catalina. This leaves, besides the mornings 
and evenings, a day and a half for an inspection of Los 
Angeles. 

A month's sojourn may be readily extended, so as to 
cover three months, by remaining longer at the various 
places mentioned, and adding some thereto not cov- 
ered in the list. However, the observant visitor who 
follows out the above programme, keeping his eyes 
open, will find himself, at the end of thirty days, with 
a very fair conception of the attractions and resources 
of the Land of the Afternoon, and will probably be 
cunsidering the probability ef winding up his affairs 
and going out to join the constantly-increasing band of 
pilgrims who have gast in their lot with us. 
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WHY SOME FAIL. 


AN you not remember that 
you occasionally see in an 
eastern paper a letter from 
some recent arrival in 
Southern California who, 
having left his happy home 
for a new and far-away 
country, does not fad 
everything—-or sometimes 
‘apparently anything—to his 
liking. Many of these dis- 
gruntied diatribes are child- 
ish and silly. Others are 
founded on mistakes and 
misconceptions on part of 
the writers, while in yet 
other cases there may be a 
germ of foundation for 
some of the complaints, for 
it is not claimed that even 
this Garden of Eden is en 
tirely free from snakes. 

A volume of considerable size might be written in re- 
gard to the mistakes and misconceptions of new- 
comers regarding Southern California, but a brief ref- 
erence to some of them must suffice at the present time. 
It will, as stated, be found that many of the disap- 
»pointments of new arrivals in this section are founded 
on mistakes, or upon erroneous ideas that _ had been 
/ conceived in regard to the Land of the Afternoon. \ 

Firstly, iu regard to the general character of our 
population. There are still many who suppose that. 
because Southern California is so very far from “Bas- 
ting,” it must be, to a great extent, a “wild and woolly” 
section, where frontier manners and commerce pre- 
vail. Most people are agreeably disappointed to dis- 
cover that in intelligence and culture the people of 
this section are fully on a par with the most cultivated 
communities of the East, and in some respects ahead 
of many of them. There are, however, a few who are 


' actually disappointed to find that this is a section of 


the country where cowboy ways and manners are not 
proper thing. 
4n regard to the opportunities for obtaining employ- 
ment, or starting in some small line of business. Ar 
The Times has said, editoriaily, on several occasions, 
Los Angeles is perhaps the least-favorable city in the 
United States for those who are looking for some cot 
Of a light mercantile job, such as book-keeping, or 
'‘dlerking, and for professional men of average, or less 
pian average, ability. It stands to reason that a sec- 
milion which offers.such great climatic advantages «as 
Mouthern California is a Mecca for persons in feeble

PRICES OF LAND. 

The price of land furnishes another subject for criti- 
cm on part of some of our newly-arrived friends. Ac- 
customed. as they are, to the moderate prices asked for 
land in the farming communities east of the moun- 
tains, they are apt to hold up their hands in horror at 


no fools; and this man would certainiy not pay th’ 
high rental if be did not believe he could make a profit 
on the land. At what price would Mr. Tenderfoot esu- 
mate the selling value of land that can be fented for 
$140 per acre per annum? 

Strange to say, the climate of Southern California, 
which is our strong holt, and concerning which every 
loyal Californian prides himself so much, is a subject 
upon which the disgruntied correspondents above re- 
ferred to frequently become vehemently critical, and 
even abusive. This, again, is all due to misconceptions 
which they have formed, or to lack of definite informa. 
tion on the subject. If a man arrives here at mid- 
summer, from the green fields of the East, he naturally 
findS the wide expanse of barren brown hills somewh. 
forbidding. Let him, however wait until the rain 
of November have changed the dun color of summer 
to a vivid green, followed later by a variegated carpe. 
of wild flowers, and then let him contrast this wit, 
the dismal scene that winter and early spring so often 
present to the sight in his home section, and he will. u 
his liver is not badly out of order, admit that th 
advantage is on our side. Another source of climatic 
criticiem is the cold occasionally felt on winter even 
ings and nights. Many of our newcomers arrive wi 
an idea that this is a tropical climate, and that artificial 
heat and warm clothing are altogether unnecessary. 
They soon find their mistake. As explained in the 
article on climate, on another page, a given degree of 
cold is more keenly felt here than in the East, for the 
fame reason that a given degree of heat is less oppres- 
sive. It is rarely that the thermometer goes down to 
the freezing point in Southern California, but even a 
temperature of 50 deg., in this dry atmosphere, makes 
the average person feel chilly, calling for warm cloth- 
ing and heated rooms. There is nothing about the 
Southern California climate of the tropical, with its in- 
evitable laesitude and depression. Otherwi:e. we should 
not have made the wonderful progress that we have 
daring the past twenty years. 

A disappointment that is admittedly well founded 
is the condition of the principal streets of Los An- 

Our newly-arrived friend has been taught to 
believe that Los Angeles is one of the most esthetic 
and beautiful cities in the United States. It is there- 
fore with justifiable astonishment that he notes the 
horrible condition of the gutters along some of our 
principal business thoroughfares, and the disgraceful 
condition of some of the vacant lots. This question is 
now engaging the attention of same of our enterprising 
and public-spirited citizens. and there will be a change 
before long, or something will drop. 

Another disappointment experienced by some of ow 
Visitors and home-seekers of esthetic taste, is the dis- 
covery that the City of the Queen of the Angels is 
not a romantic Spanish or Mexican—city, but an up- 
to-date, modern, bustling, progressive American metrop- 
lis, where Boston bread and baked beans are easier t6 
find than tortitias and chile con carne. This is quite a 
shock to some of them, who imagine that they wouid 
find here cabalieros dashing through the streets on 
their prancing steeds, and the shining eyes of half- 
velled sefioras looking unutterable things through tron- 
grated windows, Old Los Angeles is rapidiv disappear- 


‘ing. and even should it be so desired, there is no pos- 


sibility of stemming the advancing tide of American 
progress, . 


YOU MUST WORK. 


Yet another disappointment is the fact forced upon 
some of our eastern friends who come here to invest 
a few thousand dollars in a fruit ranch, with the idea 
that they will henceforth be able to sit under the shade 
of their own vine and fig tree, or lie in a hammock, 
while the golden globes ripen in their grove, is the 
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make a living from their land. The farmer must 
work here, as in other parts of the country, but his 
labor is lighter, and is carried on under far more 
favorable conditions than in sections where nature nas 
been less kind. 


So much for the disappointments, or misconceptions, 
of new arrivals. Now, as to a few of the mistakes 
Which they make. — 

We occasionally read in the papers of hard-luck 
stories about eastern people who have been induced to 
purchase land in Southern California, or to exchanga 
tor it their eastern property, and who bare discov- 
ered, upon coming here, that the land they have ac- 
quired is comparatively worthiess, or is worth only a 
fraction of the amount they paid for it. Sympathy ap- 
pears to be wasted upon people who display such utter 
lack of judgment and business sense as is evinced by 
many of these victims. A man who will purchase a 
piece of property which he has never seen, several 
thousand miles away, without a most thorough investi- 
gation of the standing and reliability of the party 
with whom he makes the deal, is a fit subject for a 
home for the feeble-minded. There are land sharks 
here, as in all other parts of the country, and they 
find many a juicy morsel in the shape of some con- 
fiding eastern sucker who is willing to make a trade 
for property “unsight unseen.” 


Another glaring mistake of a somewhat similar kind 
is the habit of investing In mining stocks, of which the 
investor personally knows nothing. During the past 
few years—and especially since the subsidence of the 
speculative oll boom in Southern California, a couple 
of years ago—the leading newspapers of the Central 
West and East, have been flooded with high-priced ad. 
vertisements of California oil stocks, in waich the most 
giaring, delusive and faise statements have been made. 
These companies carefully refrain from circulating 
their meretricious announcements in this section, for 
fear of exposure, but coples of the papers come this 
way, and from time to time the reputable press exposes 
such schemes. it is, however, impossible to keep up 
with the procession, so long as a fool is born every 
minute. Eastern investors should understand that 
the California petroleum business is now on a_ solid 
basis of development, and that responsible oil-develop- 
ing companies have no need of advertising in eastern 
papers for the sale of their stock to Tom, Dick and 
Harry. In nine cases out of ten, those who do so may 
safely be looked upon with suspicion and mistrust. 
At any rate, the least the investor should do is to 
make inquiry as to the standing of the concern from 
some responsible local person or firm. 

Yet another grave mistake made by new arrivals in 
Southern California is in going into a business énter- 
prise without sufficient experience and cupital. This is 
especially true of the manufacturing business. A long 
list of failures of manufacturing enterprises in this 
section during the past ten years may be distinctly 
\taced to this source. Among others may be mentioned 
a sme'iter, a rolling mill, glass works, shéll-fish can- 
neries, and a shoe factory. It is safe to say that all 
these —— would have succeeded, had the projet- 
tors p ample experience and capital.
